WAGNER'S LAST OPERAREVIEWED 
/ BY ATLANTA WOMAN IN MUNICH 


By Mrs. George B. Hinman. 


(For The Constitution.) 

Munich, February 20.—We attended 
“Die Meistersinger von Nuremberg,” one 
of Richard Wagner's masterpieces, last 
night at the Hof theater. It was a glo- 
rious performance and had the added 
interest of being performed in the 
same theater where it was first pre- 
sented in the year 1868, under the pat- 
ronage of King Ludwig Il., of Bavaria, 
shortly after his accession to the 
throne. 

Ludwig II. had heard the opera

of “Lohengrin” in his early youth 
and was enthusiastic over its beauties. 
He had spent much of his early youth 
in the castle of Hohenschwangau, ffom 
which Lohengrin is reputed to have 
set out in his search for the Holy Grail. 

The castle had formerly belonged to 
his ancestors, but had passed out of 
their possession. Ludwig’s father had 
purchased it and decorated it with 
scenes from ancient legends, and the 
boy’s fancy had been captured by these 
and by the lonely and romantic situa- 
tion of the castle. : 

Fortune Favors Wagner. 

He was only 18 years of age when he 
ascended the throne and one of his 
acts was to send for Wagner, 
hiding at the time to es- 
cape his numerous creditors, and who 
found, lost no time in hastening 
Iludwig showered bene- 
fits upon Wagner, building him a hand- 
some home in Munich and attending 
to the staging of his opera 
in the Hof theater. In 1865 “Tristram 
and Isolde” was. given for the first 
time, and three years later “Die Meis- 
tersinger von Nuremberg.” The king 
planned a magnificent new theater, but 


| the people rebelled at the extravagant 


affection and admiration which he gave 
Wagner, claiming that he was neglect- 
ing his kingly duties. 

They were, moreover, not in sym- 
pathy with the “new music,” and Wag- 
Munich. Even 
after this the King continued to be- 
friend Wagner, and it is probable that 
ut for his assistance Wagner's dream 
of a theater would never have been ac- 
complished at Bayreuth. 

The king was not present at the pre- 
sentation of “Parsifa.”’ fayreuth in 
1881; his mind was already fast cloud- 
ing over, and there is no doubt but 
that Wagner's death shortly after wag 
ye of the most sincere griefs of his | 
life.

*erely regret their lack of appreciation 
»f Wagner. and the fact that they al- 
lowed Bayreuth to have the glory 
which it has in Wagner's theater.

Immediately after the com- 
pletion of ‘“Tannhauser”’ he snent some 
time at a watercure in Bohemia for the 
restoration of his health. and while 
there fell into that care-free and merry 


were mostly of noble birth, and wan- 
dered about from court to court sing- 
ing songs of love and of the beauties of 
nature, as well as composing odes on 
occasions. The music and words were 
both original, and often of great beauty. 
The best known of the minnesingers 
was Walter von der Vogelweide. who 
visited Nuremburg at the court of 
Frederic II., himself a minne- 
singer. The last of the minnesingers 
died in 1318, and after this time came 
the meistersingers. Guilds or compa- 
nies of these were formed in many 
places, the principal one being in Nu- 


renburg, where dwelt Hans Sachs, the, 


cobbler-poet. These guilds were com- 
posed of burghers and peasants. 
their songs had none of the spontaneity 
and naive freshness of their noble 
predecessors. The songs were subject 
to strict rules, and great attention was 
paid to form, meter and mere technique. 
A marker, hidden by curtains, was ap- 
pointed to mark the faults of the appli- 
cants for admission to the guild—who- 
ever had received a certain number of 
strokes had “versungen,” failed in his 
singing. 

The title of “meistersinger’ was rot, 
awarded to a member until he*had com- 
posed or invented a new form of verse 
and of all the meistersingers, Hens 
Sachs was the most notable, as he had 
invented 2,276 original kinds of verse. 
The rigid rules resulted in ridiculous 
pedantry in the hands of unlettered 
people, and Wagner has delightfully 
satirized the absurdities arising from 
such conditions. Notwithstanding all 
these rules, Hans Sachse showed sce 
ability as a poet, and for this reason 
Wagner has chosen him to recognize 
the genius of the hero of the opera,

Second Scene. 


The next scene opens on a beauti- 
fully picturesque and irregular street 
in Old Nuremberg. Thered-tiled roofa 
pointed and gabled, the windows with 
their tiny panes, are carefully repro- 
duced; vines and roses clamber over 
windows and doors. Hans. Sachs sits 
within his shop working before the 
broad, low window, and Eva comes 
tripping across to sit on the bench un- 
der the window and talk with her old 
friend and advisor. It ie evening, and 
daylight gradually fades from the sky, 
the lights coming out one by one in 
the houses. They make a beautiful 
picture as the light from within 
streams over them. Late in the eve- 
ning, Beckmesser, who also loves Eva 
and aspires to win her, comes under 
her window to sing his prize song, 
hoping to gain her approving voice 4 
the contest. nNans is also singing and 
working, and Beckmesser begs him to 
stop, but the shoemaker reminds the 
serenader of the shoes he has impor- 
tuned him to finish. Finally he 
agrees to bring down the hammer only 
when Beckmesser makes a mistake 
and the lover, confident that he Is ab- 
solutely free from faults, begins 
again. The raps, however, become 
more and more frequent until the poor 
singer at last grows discouraged and 
disgusted, especially as Eva has open- 
ed her window to shake her head in 
disapproval. The shoemaker laugh- 
ingly announces that the numerous 
mistakes of the singer have enabled 
him to finish the shoes. 


Third Scene, 


A room in Hans Sach’s house, a low- 
cellinged room with broad, low win- 
dow in. whose deep sill are flowers in 
bloom, and over which hangs a bird 
cage. The yellow curtains are pushed 
aside, and the sunlight streams 
through. Every detail of the room 
loving care. Eva 
comes in ostensibly to see about some 
shoes, but in truth hoping to catch 
a Sight of Walter, who presently ap- 
pears, and now for the first time Hans 
Sachs sees that they love each other. 
Walter seeks the aid and advice of the 
old man, which is freely given. When 
they have left the room Beckmesser 
comes in and discovers on the desk 
the words of Walter’s song, which the 
shoemaker has written down for him. 
His own song having failed to make 
an impression, he seizes this one, and 
determines to use it {In the contest.

BATTLE ON FLIES 
TO BE HARD WAG 


Health Board, Police and 
Recorder Join Forces 
for the Fight. 


The screen ordinance which was 
adopted by the board of health and 
which will be adopted by council Mon- 
day afternoon will go into effect on 
April 1 and remain in force until the 
list of November. 

Under the provisions of the ordl- 
nance all stores, both wholesale and 
retail, in which foodstuffs are sold, 
will have to be screened so as to keep 
out flies and no foodstuffs of any 
kind shall be displayed on the side- 
walks. All wagons that peadle food- 
stuffs will have to be screened, but 
this will not apply to truck gardeners 
who bring their stuff into the city. 

The health department of the city 
is well pleased at the action of the 
board of heallth ang Dr. Kennedy, the 
health officer, says that the enforce- 
ment of the law wil] add greatly to the 
general health of the city. 

“There are no more worse enemies 
to health,” states Dr. Kennedy, “than 
flies. They scatter disease germs 
Wherever they go and when they 
swarm over fruit, meats, vegetables 
and other foodstuffs in our stores thay 
leave ‘behind them germs which are 
carried into homes and pestil 
ence is often the result. Alderman 
Van Dyke, who has taken such an ac- 
tive part in having the screen law 
passed, is entitled to the thanks of 
every citizen of Atlanta.” 

Chief Jennings, of the police de- 
partment, says that just as soon as the 
screen law becomes effective he will 
see to it that his men will help the 
Sanitary department enforce it. 

“It will be an easy matter to enfor-e 
such a law,” says the chief, “and my 
men will look after it and see that it 
is most rigidly enforced.” 

Recorder Broyles is thoroughly In 
sympathy with the new law and has 
promised to uphold the police and the 
health department in having the law 
obeyed to the letter. 

As the Retail Grocers’ Association 
has announced that it was ready to 
carry out the law, there will be little, 
if any trouble, in enforcing it.

Mr. and Mrs. Burgess Smith have fust 
returned from a tour of Yucatan. 

“No, said Mr. Smith, “Yucatan is not 
in the Azores, or the West Indies, nor 
is it a Central American state (thonch 
it borders on Guatemala and Hon- 
duras), but is one of the states of old 
Mexico, just across the gulf from the

camphor, and it is interesting to note 
that they grow as well in this section 
of Georgia as they do in Florida, both 
the climate and goil seeming especially 
adapted to them. 

_ The camphor tree is an evergreen, 
and one of the most ornamental grown, 
that being the purpose for which it 
was originally brought here. It is a 
very rapid grower, and has just put on 
a luxuriant spring foliage. It atteins 
quite a large size, and given plenty of 
room, has a wide spread, and is very 


symmetrical in shape. The leaf is some- 
thing like that of the bay tree though 
lighter and more delicate in texture, and 
when crushed in the hand gives out an 
unmistakable odor of camphor. 

No insects seem ever to come near 
these trees, and a seat under them is a 
very desirable place in summer, as a 
person protected by the shade of the 
foliage is secure from the intrusion 
of files, mosquitoes, gnats, etc., which 
are often Hable to prove troublesome 
companions on a summer afternoon or 
evening in the south. Cold does not | 
seem to affect this tree, at least the 
cold experienced here, though it is said 
not to stand the temperature of lati- 
tudes where the cold is more severe. 

A Beautifal Example. 


One of the most beautiful of these 
camphor trees is in the front yard of 
Mr. James Watt's residence here, and 
always attractg much attention from 
strangem. This tree is a little more 
than ten years old. It was sent to 
Mr. Watt by a friend in Washington, 
who got it from the botanical gardens 
there. Thinking it would only grow 
to be a small ghrub, Mr. Watt had it 
planted on a bed near a walk, but it 
has completely covered both bed and 
walk, and reaches out across the fence. 

This tree is about 35 feet in heighth, 
in circumference, and the 
trunk measures 8 feet in circumfer- 
ence- about 2 feet from the ground. 
There ars several more of these trees 
around town almost as large, the one 
in the courthouse square only lacking 
a little of attaining a like size. 

Some hedges of camphor trees are 
also being planted here, but owing to 
their rapid growth they are obliged to 
be kept trimmed back well, and it is 
probable that they may not be a sw- 
cess in that line as it will be hard to 
keep them from growing too large.

Tree,’ as the big live oak on Crawford 
street ig always called, is the one 
known to every Man, woman and child 
probably in Thomasville.

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RAILROADS ARE PLANNING ~ 


PROTECTION OF EMPLOYEES 


With the idea of protecting their 
employees from injury and saving the 
money which would be spent in doc- 
tors’ bills and damages, the railroads 
of the country are now considering 
protective measures. 

The Baltimore and Ohio railroad has 
taken the lead. Several months ago 
the road placed extensive orders for 
new machinery of latest design, much 
of it being for use in heavy locomo- 
tive construction and other shop work 
of similar character, and practically 
all of this machinery is now in _ use. 
With the installation of the new ma- 
chines, improved methods of safe- 
guarding the men employed to operate 
them were adopted, after careful! study 
by the road’s motive power experts, 
and.an inspection of several large 
manufacturing plants. 

Most of the new machinery, which is 
electrically driven, has been installed 
in the Mount Clare shops, Baltimore, 
the largest on the Baltimore and Ohio 
system. Exposed parts of the machin- 
ery that would in any way jeopardize 
the safety of the mechanics have been 
protected so that it is almost impossi- 
ble for the men to come in bodily con- 
tact with them. Guard rails have been 
built to inclose the belting used for 
propelling the machines, while exposed 
gears have been encased under metal 
covers. Notices have been posted on 
these guard rails surrounding the ma- 
chines that it is against the shop rules 
for employees to oil, adjust or repair 
tools while running, and that this rule 
will be strictly enforced. In addition 
to this, the large cranes, which are 
likewise electrically driven and used 
for transporting heavy material from 
place to place in the shops, have been 
equipped with gongs as a protection to 
others employed about the shops. All 
elevator shafts have been protected 
by guard rails and automatic drop 
gates, thus eliminating the possibility 


|} of themen stepping through and sufe 
‘fering personal injury. The foremeyg 
of the various shops have been in« 
structed to keep aisles free from ob< 
Structions of allki-“- to protect the 
men moving about from place to place 
carrying material. 

These methods for the protection of 
men from injury are being carried out 
to a greater or less extent at all the 
shops on the system; im fact, it is a 
general progressive step throughout 
all departments of the Baltimore and 
Ohio. Bridges are being equipped with 
safety platforms for the protection of 
men working on the track.

Was it politics, or was it a sincere 
desire to give the wage-earners of 
the country a degree of relief from 
high prices, that induced the president 
to ask for the passage of a measure 
which would increase gur commercial 
relations and give us freer trade with 
Canada? Granting that he wes in- 
spired chiefly with altruistic motives, 
there is nevertheless much of politics 
incidental to the signing of the Cana- 
dian compact. In the first place it 
has served greatly to embarrass the 
insurgents and so-called progressives 
who are of the president’s party, but 
who are not with the administration, 
and whose cry has been for lower 
tariff duties. Now, that they are given 
an opportunity to realize, in part, the 
reform principle for which they have 
assumed to contend, they are found, 
with few exceptions, as stubbornly 
opposed to that principle as the most 
reactionary standpatter. As a reason 
for thelr opposition to the agreement 
they set up the piea that the farmers, 
whose interests they would’ guard, 
might suffer, unmindful of the fact 
that if there is to be reciprocity with 
Canada it might be by the admission 
from the Dominion of agricult#ral 
products, since Canada is not @ man- 
ufacturing country. 

Did the president seek to put the 
insurgents in a hole by his Canadian 
agreement, and to even up with them 
for the attitude which they have 
maintained toward his administration, 
and for the‘r refusal to come into the | 
fold and be good? 

Whether he did or not, that has 
been one of the results of the Canad- 
ian agreement. Again, conceding that 
the president has acted Yi a patriotic 
endeavor to accomplish a much to De 
desired undertaking—and the demo- 
crats acknowledge that Canadian rec- 
iprocity is much to be desired—the 
question arises as to whether it did 
not have coupled with it a political 
purpose other than that stated, of 
calling the hand of the insurgents.

There is no more old historic home 
in Atlanta than that which is known as 
the old CoHier home at 47 Nelson atreet. 

This old home was built by Judge 
John Collier in 1868-59. and the con- 
tractor was another oldgpioneer Atlan- 
tan, Pat Lynch. Judgm@re®llier gave 
Pat Lynch, for building the house, the 
stone quarry on Davis ‘treet, which is 
now owned by the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company, and tn addition he 
deeded to him four acres of land. The 
house was built with stone taken from 
the Davis street quarry. The lot on 
which the house is located was bought 
by Judge Collier in 1846 before the city 
of Atlanta was incorporated. 

In this otd home were born several 
of Judge Collier's children, including 
Henry L. Collier and William, who were 
twins; Mrs. Ella Thomas, Oscar Colier, 
Mrs. Fannie McRae, Mrs. Lillie Beale 
and Walter Scott Collier. The other 
children, John, Charles and Lamar Col- 
lier, were not born in the old home. 

The house contains nine rooms and 
a kitchen. An old seven-room frame 
dwelling that formerly occupied the 
site of the Collier home was moved 
back to another lot, and is still located

GRAND OPERA 


Opening the season of grand opera 
in Atlanta, on the evening of Thurs- 
day, April 27, will be presented “The 
Gir] of the Golden West,”’ founded on 
the drama written by David Belasco, 
and the latest work of the most suc- 
cessful modern Italian composer, 
Giacomo Puccini. 

The opera had its first production 
on any stage at the Metropolitan 
Opera house in New York on December 
10, 1910, and its success was marvelous 
and instantaneous. 

In Love With “The Giri.” 

Puccini first witnessed Belasco’s 
play on the occasion of his initial visit 
to America, when his earlier opera, 
“Madame Butterfly.” was being pre- 
pared for its Metropolitan premier. 
The famous composer fell in love with 
'“The Girl” at first sight, and decided 

then and there that there was a strong 
/ dramatic action simply egging a 
; wide-awake composer to perpetuate 
| it On the operatic stage. 

The scenes of enthusiasm attending 
this American premier were graphic- 
ally desoribed in the press of the en- 

: tire continent—applause, cheers, cur- 
‘tain calls without end for Puccini, 
| Gatti-Casazza, Toscanini, who conduct- 
ed. and David Belasco, who slaved for 
' weeks to inject spirit and “atmos- 
; phere” into the array of world-fa- 
| moug artists who, however, were not 
| Americans, but natives of Italy, Bo- 
| hemia, Poland, Algiers, Germany and 
| France. 

| “fhe result of Belasco’s work is very 
| apparent, for a more realistic produc- 
tion has never been seen on the 
' American stage, and never has an 
| operatic mob acted with better spirit 
/ than does the gang of miners. and 
cow-punchers in the last act; and all 
through the performance there are 
just those little touches that stamp as 
distinctive the Belasco production. 

It is a remarkable production scen- 
feally. There are but three acts—one | 
having been sacrificed in the process | 
of converting the play into the opera. | 
Acts one and two—the interiors of the 
“Polka” and Minnie’s mountain cabin, 
are almost identical with the play, but:

Destinn in Title Role. 
Destinn, a newcomer jo At- 
lanta, in the title role, sings and acts 
faultlessly. There is nothing of the 
usual meaningless operatic gestures 
about her impersonation, she seems to 
lose her own personality in the char- 
acter of the California girl she has 
assumed, and vocally she rises to he- 
roic heights. 

Caruso has never acted as well as he 
does in the role of Dick Johnson, the 
Road Agent, and his singing is like 
the proverbial angel, especially his 
solo in the final act. Pasqhale Amato, 
another Atlanta favorite, in the char- 
acter of Sheriff Jack Rance, gives 4 
startlingly impressive reading—just as 
though Frank Keenan had suddenly 
found himself possessed of a magnifi- 
cent baritone voice. Reiss, as Nick, 
the bartender at the Polka, and Didur, 
as Ashby, the Wells-Fargo express 
agent, are excellent, while Gilly swag- 
gers about attired in the traditional 
red shirt and sombrero as though he 
were a cowboy to the manor born, 

Arturo Toscanini, the

It is even doubt- 
ful whether the people of Harris, out- 
side of the relatives and close friends 
of Cornett and the Irvin family. into 
which he married, are materially 
terested in the situation. From Har- 
ris there will come an opposition to 
that pardon, but what Strength that 
opposition will manifest remains to be 
seen. It is the relatives of the ex- 
chief's victim who are working up the 
Opposition. Mrs. Cornett, now Mrs. 
Neison, is a member of one of the 
oldest and most prominent families in 
Harris county. Her father, G. Y, 
Irvin, ts well to do, and has reared a 
large familv He and his connections 
are fighting the pardon.

In that corner of Troup county that 
comes down into Muscogee and Har- 
ris, Stripling has many friends.

Notwithstanding the troubles he has 
had and the responsible positions he 
has held, he is not even yet able to 
control it. 

But as he tells his life story 
comes interesting. At times his re- 
cital is @Aramatic, both tragedy and 
comedy figuring in what he has to 
say. 

Of his escape from the Harris county 
jail he isn’t inclined to talk. But of 
Cornett’s death, the causes leading 
thereto and of his life after he walked 
out of the county jail that night he 
conceals nothing. He tells it all, and 
tells it freely, fllustrating his recital 
frequently with gestures and changes 
of countenance. 

“Even before my conviction I knew I 
had friends in Harris county who 
do anything for me,” he said.

“Subsequently, Billy Cornett stopped 
one day at Terrell Huff's home, which 
is but a short distance from my home, 
when Huff was away. Mrs. Huff had 
a watermelon on the porch, and Cor- 
nett said he'd like a piece of it. The 
melon was cut, and while they were 
eating it, Cornett asked for a kiss. Of 
course, Mrs. Huff resented the insult. 
Cornett followed that insult by other 
remarks and when practically driven 
from the home mounted his horse and 
rode away.

Sim Briley’s brother, Emmett, is re- 
lated by marriage to the Striplings, 
and to Emmett Sim told the story. 
Emmett sought out Stripling and told 
him what he had heard and advised 
him to be on his guard. 

“And I did not ignore that advice,” 
Bays the chief. “I was apprehensive 
from the minute Emmett Briley tola 
me of the threat and expected to be 
shot down the instant Cornett saw me. 
I was even afraid that he would come 
to my house at night time and assassi- 
nate me. Just to show how much I 
feared that I have only to say that on 
that very night I sent my wife and 
while 
I watched in the orchard. Armed? Of 
course I was armed, and I was willing 
to take a chance. But I didn’t want 
my wife and children endangered. How 
could I know that a torch would not 
be used to burn down my home and 
take the lives of my wife and children 
to say nothing of my own?” 

As the ex-chief recites that feature 
of his story, his face glows, his eyes 
snap and his lips come together, show- 
that he had no remorse for what 
followed. 

But of the death Billy Cornett met, 
just how it was brought about and the 
details of that tragedy the one-time 
head of the Danville, Va., police force 
does not care to talk. 

The Home of Killing. 

The home in which Cornett’s life 
was snapped out instanttly is on the 
side of a road leading from Hamilton 
to Chipley. From the old Huff and 
Stripling homes the Cornett home can 
be seen, but from the Cornett home 
only the Huff home can be observed 
because of buildings between. Across 
the road from the Cornett home, a hal¢ 
of a mile away, but In full view on a 
high hill, is the home of Cornett’s pa- 
rents. 

The Cornett residence was a two- 
room building at the time of the kill- 
ing. In the room to the right of the 
entrance was the cook stove and tables 
while the other room across a narrow 
hall was used as a bedroom. In the 
bedroom where Cornett was slain there 
are three windows. The window glasses 
In the room 
was a table on which the lamp was 
burning. In a corner of the room, next 
to the front window and next the hall- 
way was a cot, while near the end win- 
dow, through which the shots were 
fired was the bed. Alongside the cot 
was a chair and Cornett was sitting 
in that chair when he was killed. It 
was shown subsequently that he had 


‘come from Chipley late that night and 


was preparing to retire when he was 
killed. 

But of that his wife, now Mrs. George 
M. Nelson, taiks most interestingly. 

“It was on the 4th of September, 
1897,” says Mrs. Nelson in her clean 
and clear recital, “that poor Billy was

When found, Corentts legs were 
crossed. He had pulled off one shoe 
and was in the act of unlacing the 
other when the shots were fired. So 
quick was his death that he did not 
move. The shoe lace he was drawing 
was still in his hand, drawn about half 
way out of the knot. The shoe he had 
discarded was beside the chair. as 
though placed there and not dropped. 

Through the corner glass in the 
window was one small hole, as though 
made by a bullet. The panel next, it 
was the midle one, had been shattered 
into fragments, hardly a piece of glass 
having been left. In the body of the 
dead man and in the wall of the room 
were found shot and slugs. But no 
bullet that might have gone through 
the other giass was ever discovered.

Details Are Not Kuown. 

Of that killing, in itg detail, no one 
but the participants knew. Whether 
there were two in the deed is not 
known. It is true two were tried— 
Stripling and his brother-in-law—and 
both were convicted. Terrell Huff 
hardly begun his service before doub 
arose as to his guilt, and a movement 
for his pardon, which culminated in 
his release, began. 

While Stripling does not deny the 
shooting, he asserts most positively 
that Huff had anything to do with it. 
Nor does he implicate anyone else 

“It was either my life or Cornetts 
life,” says the ex-chief. “Show me a4 
man who won't take care of himself 
under like conditions, 
youaman whois a man -in name only 
I had a wife and children to care for, 
and it was for them more than for 
myself that I acted.” 

Of this life in Virginia, Stripling 
talks interestingly. It was while fie 
was at work in North Carolina he was 
offered a” position ag secret service 
man with the Southern ratiway. He 
accepted the position and made good, 
His work attracted the attention of 
the municipal authorities in Danville, 
and resulted in placing him on the 
police force, to the leadership of which 
he arose within a few years. 

“What of the two men I am charged 
with killing while there”’ he asked, 
when the stories printed in Virginia 
papers were brought to his attention. 
“One was Killed as he was fleeing 
from justice. There were three of us 
after him. He was running and shoot- 
ing at us, and we were shooting at 
him. A careful investigation never re- 
vealed whose shot killed that man.

“T had been on the force for some 
time when the whisky question came 
into prominence in Danville. I was 
asked by prominent officials and citi- 
zens to make the race for chief, but 
I flatly refused. It wag put up to me 
that the chief was not enforcing the 
law, and I was urged to make the 
race. I continued to refuse, but in the 
meantime I was turning up the law- 
breakers. Finally I accepted, and I 
am proud of the record I made in that 
office.”’ 

“Weren't vou afraid the prominence 
of that position might bring detec- 
tion?” he was asked. 

“Not in the least. While I knew I 
was a fugitive from Georgia, f had 
become satisfied | was safe. When I 
located in Danville I came in contact 
with W. C. Bolen, who had known me 
when I was working on the street 
car lines and for the fire department 
here in Columbus. He was then with 
the Eagle and Phoenix mills in this 
city. He recognized me as Edgar 
Stripling of Columbus. There was also 
in Danville connected with one of the 
mills E. M. Holliday, who had known 
me here in Columbus for years. Then 
I met other Georgians who had known 
me and I had grown used to the name 
I had tdken.”’ 

“How did you happen to take that 
name—Morris?” he was asked, 

“To tell you the truth,” he answered 
with a smile, “I don't know. It just 
happened. That's all l can say.” j 

“Never get nervous; never think you 
might be turned up by someone?” was 
asked. 

“I can’t say that I did not have my 
uneasy minutes, But they came to 
me only when I thought of my wife 
and children. I1 was living a Christian 
life in Danville—jusy the same life I 
have always led since I left my 
mother’s knee. See this?’ And he 
held up an old and well-worn Bible.

Story of the Arrest. 

The ex-chief's descriptive story of hi 
arrest is bother pathetic and amusing 
as he presents it.

An examination of facts will show 
that for several reasons the effect 
of a play, good or bad, upon a boy's 
mind is more penetrating, more com- 
prehensive, and more lasting, than the 
effect of a book. This is because the 
book appeals only to the boy’s imag- 
ination. What he reads can only 
be made real to him by mental pic- 
tures. which will vary in intensity 
with the ability of the author and 
with the vividness of the imagery sup- 
plied by the boy’s own mind. His 
only means of keeping in his memory 
what he sees on the printed page is 
the power of his vision, physical and 
mental. The play, on the other hand, 
appeals to the ear, as wel] as to the 
eye, and it leaves nothing to the im- 
agination. What they boy sees is a 
fragment of real life, when the people 
involved are not creatures of his fancy 
but real living, breathing men and 
women. What they say, for better or 
worse, is printed on his memory, not 
in the dead symbols of letters, con- 
ventionalized representations of sounds. 
but in words and actions instinct with 
vital, moving force. Eye and ear and 
the actor’s art combine to sear the 
eraperience into his soul till it is al- 
most as if he himself had lived it. To 
understand what is put before him and 
to make it real, the boy’s imagination 
is not once called into play, but this 
does not mean that His imagination is 
necessarily idle. Suppose that the play 
is filled wfth vulgar innuendo, and 
with speeches bordering on the inde- 
cent. Do you suppose that the boy 
doesn't perceive these things, and that 


ENTERS GEORGIA 


Means Much for Home- 
less Children of State. 


National Children’s. Home So- 
ciety, One of Greatest Organ- 
izations in the Country, Sends 
Two of Its Most Successful 
Workers to Georgia. 


Following decision reached at the 
last annual conference of the National 
Children’s Home Society, the work of 
this great organization will be extend- 
ed into Georgia, William B. Streeter. 
one of the society’s most successful 
workers, having been named as super- 
intendent for this state, with Clifford 
Groover, a Georgian, as state agent. 

Georgia is one of the few southern 
States not having a branch of the Na- 
tional Children’s Home Society, and the 
coming of the society means that dur- 
ing the next few years hundreds. possi- 
bly thousands, of homeless waifs will 
be placed in Christian homes for adop- 
tion. Georgia will be the thirty-second 
State in the union which has been en- 
tered by the society since its establish- 
ment nearly thirty years azo. 

Dr, Charles Richmond Henderson. 
D.D., the noted criminologist and 
writer on social problems, is president 
of the National Children’s Home So- 
ciety. This society is a federation of 
the Childreh Home Societies of some 
thirty states; and, while ft acts in an 
advisory capacity toward these socie- 
ties, it has for its object chiefly the 
extension of the work in uncovered ter- 
ritory. 

Dr. Henderson and Dr. Hastine H. 
Hart, D.D., director of the child de- 
partment of the Russell Sage Founda- 
tion, and secretary and superintendent 
of the National Children’s Home So- 
clety, have closely studied the problem 
of the dependent child as it faces the 
people of Georgia, and are personally 
interesting themselves -in the introduc- 
tion of the society into Georgia. 

Men Who Will Direct the Work. 

Mr. William H. Streeter, who is now 
superintendent of the Children’s Home 
Societies in the Carolinas was delaved 
in beginning operations in this state 
for lack of competent assistants. He 
finally selected Mr. Groover, who is a 
native Georgian, and has been thor- 
oughly trained under Mr. Streeter in 
this method of child saving, with a 
view of entering the Georgia field. 

Mr. Streeter has had some twentv 
years’ experience in placing children 
in family homes. He organized the 
work in North Carolina some eight 
years ago, and the society in that state 
has extended aid to over a thousand 
children. He later organized a similar 
work in South Carolina with splendid 
success. 

He comes to direct the work in Geor- 
gia with an expertence that bids fair 
to rival all other e?trorts in behalf of 
the dependent child by similar socle- 
ties in other southern states. 

Mr. Groover was born and reared in 
Bulloch county, Georgia. He i sa grad- 
uate of Mercer university, and spent 
considerable time in study at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. While there he 
took up the study of social problems 
under Dr. Henderson, the president of 
the society, and seeing the need of the 
dependent child ir Georgia, and be- 
lieving strongly in the method em- 
ployed by the Children’s Home Socie-

In talking of the society and its 
work Mr. Groover said: 

“The National Children’s Home So- 
ciety, of which the Georgia society will 
be an important branch, and under the 
direction of which the work in this 
state will be prosecuted, was incor- 
porated under the law in 1883 to en- 
gage tn the work of caring for depend- 
ent, neglected, orphaned and abandon- 
ed white children, and is directed and 
officered by men of national reputation. 

“The society will offer help to any

ifor: 


solution for the 4ifficulty, which can 
be worked out by others. It knows 
how to classify cases and point out 
the kind of care suited to each individ- 
ual. 

Four Departments of Work. 

“There are four distinct departments 
to the work of the society, each of 
which will be recognized as distinct, 
yet a necessary part of the whole work: 
and each requires a peculiar order of 
talent successfully to administer it. 

“In the first place, there is required 
a thorough investigation of the alleged 
need of each child reported to the so- 
clety to ascertain precisely what ought. 
to be done in its behalf. Perhaps th- 
society’s most effective and best work 
will be done in this department; for, 
the measure of success does not hinge 
upon the number of children received 
into legal custody, but upon the total] 
number aided. 

“The society will be able to solve the 
problem of two-thirds of the cases 
brought to its attention without tak- 
ing them into legal custody for place- 
ment in family homes. A babe is aban- 
doned and the society hunts up the 
parent and compels him or her to care 
for it. A child is orphaned and our 
investigation finds a relative,- probably 
in a different state, glad to provide 
for it. 

“Another simply needs a chance to 


work out his own career under the 
guidance of a_ friend—we find 


the | 


friend. Another needs medical or sur-| 
gical treatment to render it normal—'! 


we arrange for it. 
find a school, we show him; and others 
need homes—those we receive into le- ' 
gal custody, give them homes, and see 
to it that they are real homes. 

“In administering the work in this 
department, the society aims to secure 
and make permanent record of every 
fact relative to a child and its family 
history that will be of value to the so- 
ciety in its work for the child, or of 
interest to him in after years. To se- 
cure this information involves volumi- 
nous correspondence, much personal 
visiting, and not infrequently the in-

quiries extend over months of time and 
to distant states before the whole his- | 
tory is secured—the society providing 
for the child meanwhile. 

Temporary Care Required. 

“In the second place, temporary care 
is required of those received into legal 
custody, pending final disposition. This 
care will be something more than 
furnishing mere food, clothing . and 
shelter. It will afford a foretaste of 


the new life in the new environment, | 


and should be such as to make a dis- 
tinct impression for good. The one 
whom the. society will have care for 
the child temporarily will have keen 
insight into and understanding of child 


nature, and be able to get at the char- | 


acteristics of each child. so that the 
family home suited to its peculiar needs | 
may be selected. : 


“In the third place, there will be a 


thorough investigation as to the fit-, 


ness of the families that offer to take 
children into their homes. Suécessful 
work here requires the talent of the 
keen detective to get at the truth about 
a family. Granted that it Is financially 
responsible,

“If all the references are favorable, 
as is most usually the case, the next 
step is to have a worker go to see the 
family and study it in its own home 
and neighborhood. <A large per cent 
fail to stand the test, and no family 
home is approved and ready to receive 
a child till the agent visits and re- 
ports. | 

“Then only is the. child that will 
probably best profit by what the fam- 
ily has to offer, taken by an attend- 
ant to the nearest railway station and 
delivered to the famfily in person. No 
child is allowed to travel unless at- 
tended by a responsible pergon. 

Supervision After Placement. 

‘Tt would seem to the unitiated 
that the society had now done its duty 
by the child, having placed it in a 
carefully selected home; but its labor 
forthechild hasonly just begun. Inthe 
last place, there must be adequate su- 
pervision of the children after place- 
ment. Till he or she is legally adopt- 
ed and get old enough to look out for 
No. 1, the society requires the fos- 
ter parents to report frequently as to 
how the child is getting on, and sends 
a visitor to see him two or three times 
@ year. 

“This careful supervision secures to 
the chfld freedom from fil-treatment

Will Assist Institutions. 

“No child will be refused such assist- 
an¢e as the society is able to give 
on account of age, creed or social con- 
dition. The managements of our church 
and society orphanages agree that the 
Children’s Home Society, if its prin- 
ciples are properly applied, will be able 
to do a work they cannot do and take 
children they cannot take. While they 
will constantly be obliged to refuse 
admission for lack of room, and will 
acknowledge that they are not equip- 
ped for solving the problem of the de- 
pendent child in all its relations, this 
society feels assured of ever being 
ready to heed the calis and giving the 
desired aid. 

“There are @ large number of fami- 
lies of a most excellent character ready 
to receive children through this sgocie- 
ty, and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that the experience of almost 
every one of the thirty states that 
have children’s home societies will be 
true in this, the Empire State of the 
South—that good homes will always 
be waiting for the children the so- 
ciety receives in its custody. 

Most Economical Method. 

“From the very inception of this 
work of placing children in family 
homes it has always strongly appeal- 
ed to benevolent people as being by 
far the most economical method of car- 
ing for dependent children. Experi- 
ence has shown that the cost of re- 
celving a child and placing it, and 
giving to it adequate supervision 
through the period of its wardship, 


is about $100. This remarkably lw 
figure is In striking contrast to the not 
unexceptional experience of a certain 
county in having to expend $1,300 for 
the oare of a young unfortunate child 


left to its charge and boarded out. 


Recognition of Value of Work. 
“The fact of the magnitude and gen- 


erally successful character of the work 


of the Children’s Home societies was 


emphasized at the Lotiisiana Purchase 


exposition, when the 


National Chil- 
dren’s Home Society received the high- 


est award among the child-helping or- 


ganizations of this country. A similar 


‘unanimous approval of the method em- 


ployed by the society was giyen by 
the white house conference on the care 
of dependent children, held in June, 
1909, and called by President Theodore 


Roosevelt. 


Roosevelt’s Indorsement. 
“At this conference, President Roose- 


velt said: I very earnestly believe that 


the very best way in which to care for 
dependent children ft in the family 
home. The interests of the nation are 


involved in the welfare of this army of 


children. It ts incumbent upen every 
one of us to do all in his or her power 
to provide for the interests of those 
children whom cruel misfortune has 
handicapped in the very outset of their 
lives. All agree that the thing to be 
done for the child is to find a home 
for it; and where that is not possible 
we should make the conditions ag nearly 
as possible like those which the child 
would have in a home. There is ample 
room for all existing institutions, but 
the work of extension should so far as 
possible, be a work of extension in 
home-placing.’ : 
Home Socteties. 


“The resolutions unanimously adopt- 
ed by the conference were in entire 
harmony with these remarks of the 
president. 

“The attention of the people of Geor- 
gia should be called to those resolu- 
tions on ‘Home Care and Home-Find- 
ing. 1.) Home Care: Home Mfe is the 
highest and finest product of civiliza- 
tiom It is the great moulding force 
of mind and character. Children should 
not be deprived of it except for urgent 
and compelling reasons. Except in un- 
usual circumstances the home should 
not be broken up for reasons of pov- 
erty, but only for considerations of tn- 
efficiency or immorality. (2.) Home- 
Finding: As to the children who, for 
sufficient reasons, must be removed 
from their own homes, it is desirable 
that, if normal in mind and body, and 
not requiring special training, they 
should be cared for in families wher- 
ever practicable. The carefully select- 
ed foster-home Is for the normal child 
the best substitute for the natura! 
home. Such homes should be selected 
by a most careful procesy of inveéestiga- 
tion, carried on by skilled agents, 
through personal investigattion and 
with due regard to the religious faith 
of the child. After children are placed 
in homes adequate visitation, with 
careful considerations of the physical, 
mental, moral and spiritual training of 
each child, on the part of the responsi- 
ble home-finding agency, is essential.’ 

“At the close of the conference, the 
president expressed the hope that the 
most careful study should be gtven to 
the conclusions of this great confer- 
ence,’ alike by men in public and by 
men in private life, that legislators, 
public officials, philanthropists, will

Needs of Society. 

“The Georgia Children’s Home Socte- 
ty needs the co-operation of everyone 
interested in saving to the state its 
most useful and valuable asset, the 
children. 

“This co-operation may be expressed 
in several ways. First of all, let every- 
one who knows of the existence of the 
society, and county officers, preachers, 
lawyers and doctors, philanthropists 
nd public-spirited men throughout the 
tate who know of its existence agd 
the principles that underly its work— 
bring to its attention cases of negiect- 
ed, agependent, orphanea and abandoned 
white children, that may arise from 
time to time in their communities. 

“Secondly; knowing that the soclety 
is not an experiment, but that it is 
here and to stay for the common weal 
—having men behind it and directing 
its work who have had from twenty 
to twenty-five years of successful ex- 
perience in this kind of work—know- 
ing that it will at all times have large 
|numpbers of children of all ages under 
14 years of age, boys and girls, to be 
placed in family homes, childless homes, 
and homes that have po eye A rear- 
ed children, that feel able to stand the 
test of a careful investigation as to 
their fitness, should ma application 
at once to the soclety for such a child 
as would likely find its birthright of 
love, a fair chance and Christian train- 
ing in their midst. 

“As only children normal in mind ~ 
and ‘body are placed in approyed homes, 
the greatest opportun] is offered for 
these would-bé fathers and mothers 
to impress upon these young lives the 
duties and the responsibilities, the 
aims and the hopes of the genuine 
Christian life. 

“The society urges these foster- 
parents to perform this “labor of love” 
as a God-given right. 

How Supported? 

“To carry oy this great work the 
society is entirely dependent upen vol- 
untary subscriptions, made annyally by 
public-spirited men ang .vwe6@ friends of 
hameless children. It needs an ad- 
equate income to keep a competent 
force of workers in the field and 
abreast of the work, and to provide 
for the children constantly coming 
under its care.

Put into a few brief words that history will loom portentously : 

It was Atlanta’s Chamber of Commerce that called the famous 
hook worm conference early in 1910 to organize for the eradication 
of that pestilential menace to the rural south. It was the first busi- 
ness organization, the first organization of any sort excepting medi- 
cal, to realize the terrible inroads made by this insidious and ener- 
vating parasite, and to call aloud for its extermination and the 
restoration of sapped and devitalized southern energies. The 
Atlanta chamber’s hook worm conference was followed by 
announcement of John D. Rockefeller’s gift of $1,000,000 to be 


devoted to the practical work of exterminating this evil—e work | 


now progressing favorably, and already showing admirable results. 

There: was a structure built for all time; only the future cap 
tell how great shall be its growth! 

Coming nearer home, or, rather, speaking now municipally, 
there was the Atlanta bond election, involving a $3,000,000 issue, 
organized, engineered and driven through to positive success by the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce. It is unnecessary to rehearse here 
the significance in all its ramifications of that important achieve- 
ment. It is easily demonstrable that this result means more and 
better schools, elimination of disease sources, better health, and, in 
a vital word, the POSITIVE LOWERING OF THE DEATH 
RATE IN ATLANTA. | 

It is that sort of achievement which counts in big figures. 

Georgia’s legislature gave the Technological school, an institu- 
tion which draws its students not alone from the south, but even 
from abroad, the sum of $35,000 for a new and much-needed shop 
building, provided it should raise an additional $15,000 from among 
its friends. Atlanta Chamber of Commerce committees took off 
their coats, and in less than a week that $15,000 had been secured. 

And the actual stone, and brick and mortar of that building 
are now being put together.

The achievement of the Southern Commercial Congress, but 
just adjourned, the greatest gathering of men of national promi- 
nence assembled in the south since the civil war; including in its 
program the president of the United States, William Howard Taft;

ernor Woodrow Wilson, of New Jersey; two cabinet officers, and 
others of equal prominence in public and private life; its placing of 
the organization which stands for southern progress, upon a perma- 
nent and substantial financial footing through swhbscriptions of 
$30,000 gathered while President Taft held the gavel—the achieve- 
ment of this congress need not be rehearsed here.

It was through the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce that the Atlanta Legal Aid Society came into existence 
and that the Provident Loan Society is soon to follow it, whereby 
relief for the worthy and deserving will be both sure and commen- 
surate with their need. 

Seeking new blood, chamber committees went out last Octo- 
ber and in a few days added over 400 members to its rolls. 

Sister cities called upon Atlanta for indorsement and support. 
To the Appalachian exposition at Knoxville the chamber sent a 
delegation of a hundred citizens, headed by the city’s mayor; like- 
wise two hundred of its members, similarly captained, went to 
Macon to assist in making a bigger success of the state fair.

THE NATIONAL CHILDREN’S HOME SOCIETY: 


The decision of the National Children’s Home Society to extend 
its activities to Georgia, and organize a branch in this state, méans 
further effective work here in the interest of humanity, good morals, 
and good government. 

The purpose of this benevolent organization is to find homes 
—real homes—tior neglected, abandoned, or dependent children, to 
prevent them from becoming the flotsam and jetsam of the streets. 

The care of such children is one of the greatest problems of 
this country, and of the present age. 

The necessity of training and rearing educated and God-fearing 
citizens is of particular importance in a free country, but the care 
of forsaken, orphaned, derelict children is a task to appeal to the 
heart and mind of the normal man and every woman everywhere. 

For every child placed in a good home, where he will be sur- 
rounded by the affectionate solicitude and have the guidance of 
foster parents, another bulwark will be raised to the state through 
a child being given the opportunity to develop into a good and 
useful man 

Prevention, in such cases, is infinitely better and cheaper than 
reform 

The work of the society does not stop when it has placed a 
child in a home; but it continues to exercise supervision over it to 
see that the little one is given the proper care and attention. 

W. B. Streeter, who will have charge of the work in Georgia 
as state superintendent, has directed the activities of the society in 
the Carolinas with conspicuous success. He will be assisted by Mr. 
Clarence Groover, a native Georgian, as state agent. During the 
latter's course at the University of Chicago, he took up the study of 
social problems under Dr. Charles R. Henderson, one of the most 
noted criminologists and writers on sociology of the present day. 

Both men are splendidly equipped by experience and ability 
to handle this important soqal work. 

The society represented by Mr. Streeter and Mr. Groover will 
co-operate with all the various church and fraternal organizations 
and charitable bodies now in existence to care for dependent chil- 
dren. 

Its work and activities are indorsed by all who have studied 
its plan of campaign and investigated its record

The capture of the two Americans, Blatt and Converse. who 
have been imprisoned at Juarez sirice February 22, presents a some- 


nized by international law, they are entitled to the protection of the 
United States. 

Since the progress of the guerilla warfare, now on in Mexico, 
may lead to other complications similar to the above, it is well to 
keep in mind the limits within which the United States is bound to 
exert its power to protect its citizens. 

The supreme court has described the duty of an American citi- 
zen in regard to foreign states, as follows: “He is bound to be at 
war with the nation against which the war-making power has 
declared war, and equally bound to commit no act of hostility 
against a nation with which our government is in amity and friend- 
ship. This principle is universally acknowledged by the law of 
nations.” | 

Obviously there could be no other rule of conduct. An Ameri- 
can citizen cannot give aid or eomfort ta an enemy against whom 
his government has declared war. On the other hand, he cannot 
violate the pledge of “amity and friendship” given by his govern- 
ment, and still demand protection as a citizen. 

The war-making power is the congress of the United States, 
upon which the people—as the source of all power and sovereignty— 
have conferred authority. 

So long as treaties of peace made with foreign countries stand, 
no citizen of this country can promote or encourage revolt against 


them.

GEORGIA TRIP OF WASHINGTON

ROFESSION, — 


THE DISREPUTABLE FAKIRS AND RASCALS AND 606 


A year or so ago in one of my talks 
I said that commercialism was rapidly 
undermining the medical profession, 
and if I had said that it had al- 
ready undermined the medical profes- 
sion and lowered it in the estimation 
of the people I would not have missed 
it a particle. Every well-posteq doc- 
tor in the country realizes this. 

We know that medical education, to 
a considerable extent, is a mere farce, 
for the medical colleges are stock 
companies that care nothing about 
giving a man a good education, and 
under the guise of giving a chance to 
poor young men over the country, 
they turn them loose on the community 
improperly educated. In consequence 
we have a lot of.young men scattered 
over the country that are nothing 
™ore nor lese than agents for the 
Owners of the college stock, for they 
expect all their atudents to send for 
them in consultation in preference to 
anybody elge, or send patients to them 
for operations, ete. 

Cemmercialism has lowered the 
Standing of medical colleges in this 
eountry without a bit of doubt. The 
recent report of the Rockefeller In- 
etitute at New York shows this. This 
ise true of the medical colleges, but 
eommercialism hag infected the rank 
and file of the profession to such an 
extent thdt the doctor's pocketbook ts 
Jooke@ after before the good of the 
patient. . 

Of course a doctor must have pay for 
his services. It is right and just. But 
it does seem to me that the welfare 
@f the patient ought to be the first 
Consideration after all. Doctors put 
up @ merry, merry how! over patent 
medicines and you can't pick up a 
medical journal but what has got the 
advertisements of much poor patent 
medicines than are offered to tho 
public. The doctors prescribe a pro- 
prietarv article that any doctor who 
could not make or write a better pra- 
Scription should be excluded from the 
fanks of the profession.

A disgusting bit of commercialism 
has been the booming of 606. Now let 
us gee the truth of it.

little less than 30 per cent of arsenic. 
But again many patients became sud- 
denly blind from the use of this reme- 
dy and it was gradually discarded by 
the profession. 

Some few months ago, continuing 
his experiments with arsenic prepar’- 
tions, Erlich sprung upon the profes- 
sion a preparation which is popularly 
known as 606. Now, the commercial 
end of 606 was backed up by one of the 
biggest proprietary medicine houses ot 
Germany. They succeeded in loading

Of course, I realize that a number of 
good men throughout the world have 
veen trying 606 on their patients; they 
'have done so conscientiously, and some 
'oOf them have had fair results, no bet- 
_ter results than they could have gotten 
| by handling the case with other rem- 
edies, but still they have used their 
best efforts and I would not condemn 
| them a single moment for these efforts, 
' but unfortunately 606 has had so much 
free advertising that a lot of quacks 
|and fakirs over the country are ex- 
| ploiting it simply for their pocket- 
book and nothing e!se. I had thought 
that what I had to say about it some 
weeks ago would stop anyone here from 
undertakiyg to boom it in this city by 
improper methods. I see, however, that 
I was mistaken. Now, I don’t know 
whether any of those who advertise 
606 are giving it properly or not, but 
I want to say to the reader, that if any 
man, advertising doctor, or non-adver-

There is a 
test that is reasonablY sure, but this 
takes experts to use it, and neither 
of these men could use the test if they 
were to try. 

I would not for a moment censure 
those men who are giving it properly. 
In the first place, the patients neea 
to be taken to a hospital, kidneys, eyes 
and heart examined; in fact,.a thor- 
ough physical examination of the pa- 
tient madé in order that it may be 
given with a reasonable degree of 
safety, and he ought to be confined 
for several days and looked after care- 
fully until all danger is past. The 
patients who wish to be experimented 
on with 606 let them go to some first- 
class surgeon and have this operation 
performed, for, after all, it belongs to 
the class of operations, and I do not 
condemn any reputable doctor that is 
using it, Previded he says to his pa- 
tient frankly that it is nothing buf an 
experiment, and he will be glad to 
give him the benefit of his experimen- 
tation.

these men, I will agree to havé them 
wearing stripes. 

The fact of the matter is that syphi- 
lis is one of the diseases that is the 
most easily amenable to treatment 


of anything that we know of, and if 
@ man knows how to handle it, he can 
always handle it with certainty. Y 
know very well that many cases have 
been taking specific treatment for a 
long time without good results. They 
fall into the hands of someone whose 
methods are not proper ones. It is a 
disease that needs methods and sys- 
tem, knowing what to use at the righr 
time and for the right candition. If 
@ Man uriderstands this he has ne 
trouble in handling it properly. . 

But it needs long treatment 
careful methods. 

Whenever you go to a doctor ana 
he gives you the mixed treatment you 
may know that that doctor is either 
too. lazy to read his books, or he is 
absolutely Ignorant of the disease, or 
is an exceedingly careless doctor, 
Iodide of potash is of value, but I very 
rarely give it, for it is only proper to 
give it in certain conditions. When you 
get that particular condition you need 
to give it liberally. 

During all this hubbub over 606, the 
profession has failed to take into ac- 
count the remarkable work of Hallo- 
peau, Fouquet, Guiard, Mariotti and 
others, in their efforts to develop ana 
perfect the treatment that would be 
abortive of syphilis in its first stages. 

To my mind this is one of the most 
important advances that has taken 
place in syphilis for the last few years 
and is worthy of more attention than 
all the free notices of 606. 

I know my warning its of value to 
the layman if he chooses to listen to 
me. There has not been a year in 
the last thirty-five that I haven't seen 
some new treatment for syphilis and 
was boomed to be a positive cure, and 
they have all fallen down under use. 

What we want is better knowledge 
of better methods; how to handle it 
more methodically and  systemat- 
ically; how to use the tools 
we have with better certainty. 
No one knows better than the man 
who is well posted on the disease how 
difficult it is to sometimes make a cor- 
rect diagnosis even in a case of syphi- 
lis. The patient comes in and he is 
uncertain whether he has it or not, 
and it is sometimes almost impossibls 
to tell Then, too, after the diagnosis 
is made it is essential to know what 
to use and how to control the disease 
with certainty and with good, perma- 
nent results, and, above all, the pa- 
tient needs someone who will advises 
him conscientiously and honestly, and 
he had better stay clear of any man 
unlesS he can go to him with the same 
confidence that a son would approach 
a father, and if he can do this he will 
get in the end good results; if he falls 
into the hands of someone who is in- 
telligent enough to handle the Case and 
not one of those men who run after 
every fad that springs up for the sake 
of buncoing his patient out of a few 
dollars.

Blackshear the command of the United 
States forees against the Creek and 
Cherokee Indians, and this same year 
he mobilized his forces of 2,500 men 
at Mobile, Ala., and set out upon his 
march along thig road through Ala- 
bama and Georgia, his final destination 
being Darien in this state. 

It was near this cave and between 
old Fort Early on Flint river, and 
Hartford on the Oconee river, that he 
was engaged in one of the flercest bat- 
tles of his entire long and wearied 
march. Many of General Blackshear's 
men fell at the hands of the enemy, 
but were finally successful in repulsing 
and driving back the Indians who left 
behind them many of their dead and 
wounded. This cave, then unknown 
to General Blackshear and his forces, 
was used to great advantage by these 
Indians as @ place of retreat and hid- 
ing. 

Every year hundreds of people from 
all sections of the state, and, in fact, 
many states, visit this cave, and many 
expioring parties thave determinedly 
set out to reach itg depths, but to no 
avail. 

The entire space surrounding the 
cave is of rock formation, and no veg- 
etation can be grown within several 
yards of the entrance,

“We were careful to secure as well as 
we could the best-equipped teachers for 
this work. I certainly do not want to 
or intend to criticise the teachers who 
were employed last year, but if there 
were any failures in any of the play- 
grounds, then that failure can be 
traced directly to the inexperience and 
inefficiency of the teacher. If the 
teachers are selected carefully, with 
due regard to their experience and their 
capability of properly supervising a 
playground, then the results are bound 
to be satisfactory in every case.” 

In another interview with Rowland 
Haynes, field secretary of the Play- 
ground Association of America, who 
was in the city several days ago, 
purpose and approved results of the 
work in eather cities is explained at 
length. 

Mr. Haynes says: 

“TIT should not care to pass judgment 
on — criticisms on Atlanta’s play- 
grounds without a chance to study the 
whole situation carefully. One thing is 
certain, however, if there is waste in 
the playground work it is due to mis- 
takes in administration or 
supervision, and not to any necessary 
weakness in playground work itself. 

“That other cities do not consider 
money spent for playgrounds as money 
wasted is shown by the fact that, 
where in 1907, 90 citles were support- 
ing supervised playgrounds, this year 
over 500 cities are doing the same. 
Last year 14 cities issued bonds to an 
amount exceeding $2,000,000, while fur- 
ther bond issues are under considera- 
tion to an amount exceeding $1,500,000, 
all for playgrounds.

“That playgrounds properly super- 
vised are not a frill is shown by their 
educational effect. If there is one 
thing which the industria) life of this 
ecuntry needs it is men and women 
have learned to work together 
have developed initiative in 
meeting the practical problems of 
their lives.

“T hage consulted judges, probation 
officers and social workers of all kinds 
in various cities, from the Mississipp! 
river to the Atlantic seaboard. They 
all tell me that a large amount of the 
juvenile delinquency in their district, 
especially among the boys, is due to 
the play spirit gone wrong; that is, 
to the lack of an opportunity for 
wholesome recreation. A special in- 
vestigation covering 155 stores in one 
of our large cities showed that play- 
grounds, rightly supervised, did a 
great deal in cutting down petty thiev- 
ery from those stores. As the store- 
keepers said, ‘Now that the boys are 
on the playground they are kept too 
busy to steal!’ If money spent for 
player unds is wasted, then money 
spent for any form of agency preyent- 
ing juvenile delinquency is wasted. 
“The general tendency at present of 
cities throughout the country Is to em- 
phasize the need of sufficient and com- 
petent leadership on the playground. 
One large city saved money last year 
by cutting down the amount spent for 
equipment and-raisinge the salaries and 
quality of its playground leaders. The 
better paid service made good even 
with less equipment. Most cities have 
found “that the same centralization of 
power which has worked for efficiency 
in other departments is of value in 
its playground work. They have 
chosen a well-trained supervisor for 
the whole system, have given him 
power to select his subordinates, and 
then looked to this supervisor to pro- 
duce the most efficient playground sys8s- 
tem possible with the funds and spaces 
at his command.

Wher- 
ever they tried to corner a worked out creek they 
found him standing in the way, owning blocks of 
claims or artfully scattered claims that put all their 
plans to naught. 

“I play you-all wide open to win—am I right?’ he 
told them once in a heated conference. 

Followed wars, truces, compromises, victories and 
defeats. By 1898 sixty thousand men were on the 
Klondike and all their fortunes and affairs rocked back 
and forth and were affected by the battles Daylight 
fought. And more and more the taste for the larger 
game urged in Daylight’s mouth. Here he was already 
locked in grapples with the great Hammersmiths and 
winning, fiercely winning. Possibly the severest strug- 
gle was waged on Ophir, the veriest of Moose pastures, 
whose low grade dirt was valuable only because of 
its vastness. The ownership of a block of seven 
Claims in the heart of it gave Daylight his grip, and 
they could not come to terms. The Hammersmith 
experts concluded that it was too big for him to 
handle, and when they gave him an ultimatum to 
that effect he accepted and bought them ont. 

The plan was his own, but he sent dowr to the 
States for competent engineers to carry it out. In 
the Rinkabilly watershed, elghty miles away, he 
built his reservoir, and for eighty miles the huge 
wooden conduit carried the water across country to 
Ophir. Estimated at three millions, the reservoir and 
conduit cost nearer four. Nor did he stop with this. 
Electric power plants were installed, and his work- 
ings were lighted as well as run by electricity. Other 
sourdoughs who had struck it rich in excess,of all 
their dreams shook their heads gloomily, warned him 
that he would go broke, and declined to invest in so 
extravagant a venture. But Daylight smiled and 
sold out the remainder of his town site holdings. 
He sold at the right time, at the height of the placer 
boom. When he prophesied to his old cronies in 
the Moosehorn saloon that within five years town 
lots in Dawson could not be given away, while the 
cabins would be chopped up for firevgood, he was 
laughed at roundly and assured that the mother lode 
would be found ere that time. But he went ahead, 
when his need for lumber was finished, selling out 
his sawmills as well. Likewise he began to get rid of 
his scattered holdings on the various creeks, and 
without thanks to any one he finished his conduit, 
built his dredges, imported his machinery, and made 
the gold of Ophir immediately accessible. And he 
who five years before had crossed over the divide 
from Indian River and threaded the silent wilder- 
ness, his dogs packing Indian fashion, himself livin 
Indian fashion of straight moose meat, now 
the hoarse whistles calling his hundreds of laborers 
to work, and watched them toil under the white glare 
of the arc lamps. 

But having done the thing he was ready to depart. 
And when he let the word go out the Hammersmiths 
vied with the English concerns and with a new 
French company in bidding for Ophir and all its 
plant. The Hammersmiths bid highest, and the 
price they paid netted Daylight a clean million. It 
was current rumor that he was worth anywhere 
from twenty to thirty millions. But-he alone knew 
just how he stood, and that, with his last claim sold 
and the table swept clean of his winnings, he had 
ridden his hunch to the tune of just a trifle over 
eleven millions. 

His departure was a thing that passed into the 
history of the Yukon along with his other deeds. 
All the Yukon was his guest, Dawson the seat of the 
festivity. On that one last night no man’s dust save 
his own was good. Drinks were not to be purchased. 
Every saloon ran open, with extra relays of exhaust- 
ed bartenders, and the drinks were given away. A 
man who refused this hospitality and persisted in 
paying found a dozen fights on his hands. The vert- 
est chechaquos rose up to defend the name of Day- 
light from such insult. And through It <1 on moe. 
casined feet moved Daylight, hell-roaring Surning 
Daylight, overspilling with good nature and cama- 
raderie, howling his he-wolf howl and claiming the 
night as his, bending men’s arms down on the bars, 
performing feats of strength, his bronzed face flushed 
with drink, his black eyes flashing. clad in overalls 
and blanket coat, his earflaps dangling and ils gaunt- 
leted mittens swinging from the cord across the 
shoulders. But this time it was neither an ante nor 
a stake that he threw away, but a mere marker in 
the game that he who held so many markers would 
not miss. 

As a night it eclipsed anything that Dawson had 
ever seen. It was Daylight’s desire to make it mem- 
orable, and his attempt was a success. A goodly por- 
tion of Dawson got drunk that night. The fal!) weath- 
er was on, and though the freeze-up of the Yukon 
still delayed the thermomete™ was down to twenty- 
five below zero and falling. Wherefore it was nec- 
essary to organize gangs of life savers, who patrolled 
the streets to pick up drunken men from where they 
fell in the snow and where an hour’s sleep would be 
fatal. Daylight, whose whim it was to make them 
drunk by hundreds and by thousands, was the one 
who initiated this life saving. He wanted Dawson 
tS have its night, but, in his deeper processes never 
careless nor wanton, he saw to it that it was a night 
without accident. And, like his olden nights, his 
ukase went forth that there should be no quarrelling 
or fighting, offenders to be dealt with by him per- 
sonally. Nor did he have to deal with any. Hun- 
dreds of devoted followers saw to it that the evil 
disposed were rolled in the snow and hustled off to 
bed. In the great world, when great captains of in- 
dustry die, all wheels under their erstwhile manage 
ment are stopped for a minute. But in the Klondike 
such was its hilarious sorrow at the departure of its 
captain that for twenty-four hours no wheels re- 
volved. Even great Ophir, with its thousand men on 
the payroll, closed down. On this day after the night 
there were no men present or fit to go to work. 

Next morning at break of day Dawson said goodby. 
The thousand that lined the bank wore mittens and 
their earflaps were pulled down and tied. It was thirty 
below zero, the rim-ice was thickeniog, and the Yukon 
carried a run of mush-ice. From the deck of the 
Seattle Daylight waved and called his farewells. As 
the lines were cast off and the steamer swung out 
into the current those near him saw the moisture 
well up in Daylight’s eyes. In a way it wus to him 
departure from his native land, this grim Arctic re- 
gion, which was practically the only land he had 
known. He tore off his cap and waved it. 

“Goodby, you-all!” he called. “Goodby, you-all?’

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Millions Being Spent 
on Modern Education

AAhens.—(Special Correspondence. )— 

The shoes of America are now largely 

binoked by young Greeks. Pvery town 

of any size in our country has its Greek 
bootblack establishment, and the work 
is done by boys who are shipped there 
by contract and whose wages are sent 
back home to their parents. In talking 
with these little fellows you will find 
them ae bright as new dollars, and if 
you can speak Greek you will discover 
that almost all have had some educa- 
tiom. Not a few have gone to school 
et the night echools at Athens and 
other Greek cities, and many have be- 

the study of the classics at home. 

ene swarms with bootblacks and 
newsboys. They have come here from 
all over the country to earn their own 
living. I see them working at thetr 
books on the streets during their spare 
moments, and it is not an uncommon 
thing for a newsboy to practice writing 
in @ oopybook while waiting for the 
papers to come from the press. 

The Night Schools of Athens. 

I venture there is no nation whose 
ehfldren are #0 anxious for an educa- 
tion as this, and none where the peo- 
ple are more ready to give it. There 
are three nighta schools for poor boys 
in Athens alone, with branch schools 
in other towns throughout Greece. I 
went to a sohool last night which 
held 500 boys ranging in ages from 10 
to 14, and I eaw one class of 150 going 
through gymnastic exercises and drill 
on the street outside. They had an 
excellent director. They we-e straight 
and well developed and they marohed 
well, their shoulders thrown back. 

Pntering the buildings, I was taken 
from room to room, finding each filled 
with thirty or forty boys as bright as 
emy to be found In Amerioa. My guide 
wes a director of the Greek National 
Bank, who devotes his evenings to this 
work. Fach class stood up as we e6n- 
tered end they rose again asewe left. 
In some rooms they were studying 
arithmetic, in others geography and 
in others how to read and write Greek. 
I was told that the schoo! was at- 
tended by about 800 bootblacks each 
year. 
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Taught to Save Money. 

These boys eet an education at no 
cost to them except what they pay 
for their books. They are taught hab- 
its of thrift. The teachers have a sav- 
ine bank aad each boy can deposit 
and have his own bank account. The 
other day one of them left for Amer- 
ica, taking along 1,200 francs, or $240, 
which he had saved in this way. 

1 was surprised at the teaching and 
the high clase of some of the studies. 
The ordinary branches are the same as 
those of our graded schools, but in 
addition they read the classics, and 
many of them oan quote Homer and 
Demosthenes. There its a map of 
Greece in every school room, and the 
childwen are inatructed in Greek his- 
tory. and they follow the newspapers 
more closely than ou: boys at home. 
The Greek Common School System. 

The Greeks are now spending a great 
deal on modern education. Aocording 
to law, all boys between the ages of 
& and 12 must attend school, and there 
are now primary schools, secondary 
schools ami colleges almost every- 
where. There are altogether 5,000 or 
6.000 teachers, and the school ochil- 
dren are-<-numbered by the hundreds of 
thousands. There are private gymna- 
siuma and commercial schools, normal 
schools ana agricultural schools. There 
are trade echools at Athens and Patras 
gun by the government, and there is 
a university here which hes more than 
2,500 studess. 

No Ctvil Service for Teachers, 

One of the political jobs given out by 
the government ia that of school teach- 
ing. This is not governed by ctvil serv- 
ice rules, and a new set of instructors 
is usually brought in with each change 
of government. The schools of each

In the university 
the tuition for the four-year course is 
$128. with an examination fee 
for the legal and medica! 
A diploma costs $10, and one 
can, outside his living expenses, £0 
through college for a total of about 
$150. I am told that the education if: 
the higher schools is excellent, and 
that it compares favorably with that 
of our own academies and colleges.

Schools for Giris. 

As to the education of the girls, it is 
not so general as that for boys. Only 
about one-sixth of the primary schools 
are girls’ schools, and the number who 
frequent them is under 40,000. The 
girls do not, as a rule, go to school with 
the boys, and each sex has its own 
schoolhouse. There are some advanced 
schools for females. The best is the 
Arsaketion, the head of which Is here at 
Athens, with branches at Patras, Laris- 
sa and Corfu. The Arsakeion Ig, the 
Smith, Vassar, Wellesley or Bryn Mawr 
of Greece. It has altogether about 2,- 
000 students, of whom 1,300 are in the 
branch here at Athens. This number 
includes, however, the kindergarten and 
day scholars, as well as those of the 
college proper. 

During my stay I have gone through 
this institution. It ig a training ool- 
lege for teachers as well, and it has a 
three-year normal course. One of the 
compulsory studies is music, as are also 
sewing and housework. The courses 
are so varied that a girl may go in at 
six years and graduate at something 
like twenty, having a complete education 
according to the Greek standard. I am 
surprised at the knowledge of the oclas- 
sics shown by these girls. They are 
taught ancient Greek, and they can 
read fluently Homer, Plato and Xeno- 
phon. The older girls speak, read and 
write French, and not a few English. 

As to the fees of the Arsakeion, they 
are low. Day scholars pay from $1 to 
$5 a month, and boarders only $2 a 
month, which inoludes everything, 
rooms, meals and even the books I 
was taken through the school by the 
daughter of a directress, a beautiful 
girl of the Greek type. 

Thirteen Hundred Greek Maidens. 

I wish I could show you these 1,300 
Greak maidens whom [ saw at this 
Vassar at Athens. The girls of this 
country ars notably handsome, and 
those of the Arsakeion, coming out of 
the well-to-do classes of the people, 
would be esteemed fine-looking in any 
part of the world. They have fine forms, 
kept so by the compulsory gymnastics, 
rosy cheeks from thé pure air of the 
Mediterranean, and features as olassic 
as those of the ancient Greek statues. 
The girls speak a Greek which is more 
refined than the moderr Greek heard 
on the streets. They read the classics 
at sight, and little ones of twelve and 
thirteen mouth Herodotus and Homer. 


talks strikes every stranger as some- 
what uncanny. It makes one think of 
the remark of the American woman as 
to the precocity of the Parisian “Why, 
in Paris, even the smallest children talk 
French.” 
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The Hill School for Gris. 
Another remarkable female school 
here at Athens was founded by an 
American missionary just about eighty 
years ago. This is the Hill School for 
Girls, one of the most popular in Greece

An American Archeological School. .

a year in study and research concern- 
ing anctent Greece and Greek history. 
They make excavations, and have cer- 
tain territories allotted to them, where 
they dig over the ruina, finding statues. 
buildings and other relics of a time 
when Greece was at the height of its 
giory. 

The colleges which support this 
school are Harvard, Yale, Brown, Am- 
herst, Johns Hopkins, Columbia, the 
College of New Jersey, the College of 
the City of New York and Wesleyan, 
to which have been added Dartmouth. 
Cornell and also the universities of 
Michigan, 
California. 

The Greeks Friendly to Americans, 

This country has always been friend- 
ly to us, and Americans have been 
studying Greek here since our begin- 
ning as a nation. When Thomas Jef- 
ferson was president Nicholas Biddle 


visited Greece, and there was an Amer-’ 


ican named Howe who was surgeon 
general of the Grecian fleet in the 
Greek war for independence. Henry M. 
Baird published a book on “Modern 
Greece” as far back ag 1852, and Pro- 
fessor Felton, of Harvard, another 
American, wrote a volume entitled 
“Greece, Ancient and Modern.” Charles 
K. Tuckerman, who was our United 
States minister to Greece before 1870. 
gave us a work on “The Greeks of To- 
day,” and Bayard Taylor and others 
have described the country. 
What the Americans Are Doing. 


During my stay here I have called at 
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the American school, It ts now carried 
on in a building belonging to the in- 
stitution, situated beyond the king's 
palace on the slope of the hill, facing 
Mount Hymettus. The house cost about 
$40,900 and is surrounded by a beautl- 
ful garden. Entering a large hall, steps 


of Pentelic marble lead by easy flight 


to the second floor, where are the li- 
brary of the school and the offices of 
the director. The library is one of the 
best-equipped private ones of the kind 
in Athens, and it has, [| should say, 
about 2,000 volumes. The present di- 
rector of the school, Mr. Hill, is a grad- 
uate of the University of Vermont, and 
later on of Columbia, and he has with 
him eight other professors, who repre- 
sent Dartmouth, Johns Hopkins, Har- 
Columbia and some 
other colleges. There ts one woman 
among the graduate students, a Miss 
Stone, who is making a specialty of 
the topography of ancient Greece, and 
who has traveled extensively through- 
out the interior. 

The director of the school tells me 
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that its allowance is not sufficient to 
carnmy on a great archeological work. 
[It has something like $2,000 a year, 
and with this it ty trying to excavate 
Old Corinth, which, when in its prime, 
held half a million, and was the larg- 
est city of Greece. The Americans 
have been working there for more than 
ten years. After visiting the site I hope 
to describe what they have done. 

In addition to the American school, a 
number of other nations have similar 
institutions. The French are spending 
eight or ten times as much as we are, 
and their archeologists have laid out 
over $160,000 in their works at Delphi. 
The Germans have an archeological in- 
stitute which has spent $200,000 in 
digging up old Olympia, and the Aus- 
trians and Russians have recently en- 
tered this fleld. 

Modern Athletes tn Greece. 

Al the schools here are now teach- 
ing athletics. They have their regular 
gvimnastic exercises daily, and this is 
so of those for both girls and boys. 
The students are required to take long 
watks, and every echool must have a 
gymnasium, which is maintained at 
the cost of the state. All the schools 
near the sea teach swimming, and it is 
required that the intermediate schools 
practice rowing and #hooting. Dur- 
ing the last weeks of every Lent gym- 
nastic competitions are hela all over 
Greece, and the old sporta are being 
revived. A e@chool of gymnastics has 
been founded In Athens to teach the 
training masters of the various insti- 
tutions, and female teachers § are 
obliged to learn ali about athietics. 

Athens has two gymnastic clubs, 
one of which has a gymmastum to 
which anyone can be admitted on the 
payment of 20 cents a month, and 
there i# a special section for girls. 
who practice the Swedish movements 
under the direction of a committee of 
women. There are forty or more 
other clubs scattered over Greece, 
some of which are subsidized by the 
government, ang every now and then 
games are held in the great new sta- 
dion, which has been erected by an 
Egyptian Greek named Averof. 

Athenw Great Athliette Field, 

Th’s structure is one of the finest 
athletic grounds of the world. I went 
out to see it this afternoon. It is sit- 
vated between Mount Lykabettos and 
the Acropolis, on the very site where 
was the great etadion of the past. It 
is of the same size and probably of the 
same character. Imagine a marbie 
amphitheater which will seat 55.000 
spectators and has an arena 690 feet 
long. The marble seats rise up the 
sides of a natural amphitheater made 
by the hills, and over it shines the 
blue sky of Greece. The arena iteelf 
le of the shape of a great horseshoe, 
with long ends. It is covereg with 
black sand, and this forms a striking 
contrast to the sflver white of the 
marble. It was here that the Olympic 
games of some years ago were run, 
and here wtll be held some of those 
of the future. 

A Talk With the Grand Chamberiain. 

The crown prince of Greece is at the 
head of national! athletic matters. He 
is absent from Athens at this writing, 
but I have had a talk with his grand 
chamberlain, Count Mercati, as to

He telis 
me that the government is rather hard 
up for money, but that it is anxious to 
have one of the great imternational 
athletic contests of the near future 
held here.

Count Mercati replied: 

“At our last Olympic games we used 
the exposition hall in the palace 
groundy almost adjoining the stadion 
for the foreign athletes. This was made 
into a great dormitory, and it could 
be so used again. The hotels would 
take care of the strangers, and, in ad- 
dition, the people of Athens, who are 
very hospitable, would open their 
houses to them. Yes, I think we can 
take care of all who may come.” 

Can a Greek Win the Marathon? 

I asked the grand chamberlain some 
questions as to the possibility of the

and delegates throughout the country 
are making their arrangements to be 
present.

terest, for besides the election of a 


woman to fill the high office of presi- 


Gent general, which takes place, of 
equal importance will be the passage 


or rejection of the proposed amend- 
-Thents to the national by-laws, which 
are to be voted on. 

With two such live matters coming 
up, it is safe to say that all chapters 
will send their most representative and 
best-informed members as delegates. 

The Georgia delegattion will be a 
large and influential one. 

The state regent, Mrs. John M. Gra- 
ham, has engaged apartments at the 
Shoreham, which will headquarters for 
the Georgia delegation. Here the state 
meeting will be held on Monday night, 
April 17. . 

That the Georgia delegates may un- 
Gerstand the changes to the by-laws 
which are proposed, we publish here, 
and in following issues, the proposed 
@mendments, with explanations. 

The Proposed Amendments. 


Highly important amendments to the 
y-laws of the National Society Daugh- 
gs of the American Revolution are to 
be voted on at the congress which 
meets in Washington on April 17. 

No amendment to the constitution 
can be voted on this year, because 
amendments to the constitution cannot 
be presented oftener than once-in two 
years; they must be presented at the 
congress preceding the one at which 
they are voted on, and none could be 

resented last vear, for the constitu- 

ion provides that beginning with 1903. 
amendments may be presented “every 
second year.” 

But amendments to the by-laws may 
be made at any congress, if “sent to all 
the chapters at least sixty days before 
the meeting of the congress.” They 
require only a majority vote for their 
adoption, while amendments to the con- 
stitution require a two-thirds vote. 

One of the most important of the pro- 

osed amendments to the by-laws re- 
ates to state conferences and the elec- 
tion of state regents. And there is a 
series of very -important amendments 
as to the powers and duties of the 
president-general and the exec@tive 
committee of the national board of 
management, suggested by the Nation- 
al Audit Company after an investiga- 
tion of the business methods of the so- 
eiety. The remaining amendments re- 
late to non-resident associate members 
of chapters. 

State Conferences and Mode of Elect- 
ing State Regents. 


The present mode of electing a state 
regent in Washington—election by the 
State delegation at what is called ‘state 
meeting.’ while at the congress, and 
confirmation by the congress—is op- 
posed by a large element in the soclety. 

At the last congress there was much 
G@ébate over a proposed amendment to 


the National Society of the 
ters of the American Revolution 


by which it was provided that the state 
regent should be elected in the state 
at a meeting of the chapter re- 
gents and delegates elected to the next 
congress. It is now proposed, by an 
amendment to the by-laws, to go some- 
what further than the defeated amend- 
ment to the constitution went. and au- 
thorize the election of the state regent 
by a state conference, instead of by del- 
egates to the congress. 

This amendment prescribes also the 
powers of state conferences and how 
their membership shall be constituted, 
It is not an amendment of any particu- 
lar by-law. 

There is no by-law as to state con- 
ferences, and the only mention of a 
state conference in the constitution is 
in article 6, section 1, where it is pro- 
vided that the state vice regents may 
be chosen by the state delegates to the 
congress, “or at the annual state con- 
ference.” This single recognition of 
state conferences was inserted in the 
constitution some years after the or- 
ganization of the soctety. 

Originally there were no state con- 
ferences in the society. A custom of 
holding them gradually became estab* 
lished in different states, beginning, ft 
is said, with Georgia. 

The Georgia state conference nomi- 
nates the state regent, and these nomi- 
nations are invariably oarried into ef- 
fect by the Georgia delegates in Wash- 
ington and the congress, though they 
are not recognized by any law of the 
national socfety. 


Wording of Amendment. 
The proposed amendment on this sub- 
ject is offered by a Maryland chapter, 
and is as follows: 


“Article XI.—Section 1. The several 
chapters located within any state, ter- 
ritory or district of the United States 
shall have authority to hold an annyal 
conference at such time as may be 
agreed upon. 

“Section 2. Eaoh chanter shall be en- 
titled to representation in said state 
conference by its rezent and one dale- 
gate for each one hundred members or 
fraction thereof. Alternates shall be 
electe for each regent and delegate. 

“Section 3. Said state conference 
shall be presided over by the state re- 
gent, or, in her absence, by the state 
vice regent, and shall have authority to 
(1) elect a state regent and state vice 
regent and such other officers as may 
be necessary for the transaction of its 
business; (2) to make recommendations 
to the Continental congress and the na- 
tional board of management: (3) ta 
make such rules aS may be necessary 
elected for each regent and delegate. 

The opposition to the adoption of 
amendments placing the election of 
state regents in state conferences in- 
stead of in the delegates at Washing- 
ton, grows out of a fear that it may at 
some time tend to endanger the na- 
tional character and unity of the\so- 
ciety and lead to disintegration. On 
the other hand, it is argued that all the 
chapters of a state should have a voice 
in the selection of their state regent. 
and that in view of the distance and 
the expense of going to Washington, 
many chapters of a state are sometimes 
unrepresented, and a small delegation 
may defeat the will of the chapters. 

An interesting discussion of the aif- 
ferent views will be found in the pro- 
ceedings of the last congress. pares 
207 to 214 and pages 279 to 286.

times, in all parts of the country, it

BIG BOND ISSUE 
VOTED BY MACON 


City Will Pay $699,000 
for Water Plant. 


Remaining $201,000 of $900,- 
000 Issue to Be Used for Im- 
proving Waterworks System. 
Only Thirteen Votes Against 
Issuance of Bonds. | 


Macon, Ga., March 18.—(Special.)-— 
The citizens of Macon today voted to 
pay the Maéeh Gas Light and Water 
Company the sum of $699,000 for its 
water plant. By authorizing a bond is- 
sue of $900,000 they voted for municipal 
ownership. The remaining $201,000 will 
be used by the city in making exten- 
sions and improvements, just as soon 
as it secures possession of the plant. 

The present contract with the water 
company will expire on February 1, 
1912, and on that date Macon will as- 
sume the operation af its own water 
facilities. 

There is general rejoicing over the 
result of the election, although it is 
still contended that the city will pay 
entirely too much for the plant. The 
price was fixed by a board of arbitra- 
tion. 

To authorize the bonds it was neces- 
sary for two-thirds of the 1,766 citizens 
who had registered to vote for the is- 
sue. The proposition carried by @ ma- 
jority of 348, as 1,521 voted for it. Only 
thirteen votes were recorded against 
the waterworks, indicating a surpris- 
ing unanimity of opinion. 

The election was by far the most 
momentous of a local nature ever held 
in Macon. The result is in no small 
measure due to the efforts of the Citl- 
zens’ Ownership League, which fur- 
nished automobiles to send more than 
$00 votes to the polls.

New York, March 18.—David H. Mof- 
fat, banker and railroad man of Den- 
ver, Colo., died suddenly here today 
from the after-effects of grippe.

Savannah, Ga., March 18.-—(Special.) 
There was tremendous excitement on 
the floor of the exchange at the board 
of trade at noon today. when the mar- 
ket for turpentine jumped 3 cents per 
gallon on the outside of two prices, 
values shotting up to $1@1.01 per gal- 
lon under the general pressure exerted 
by the buyers. 

With spirits selling above the dol- 
lar mark, there is an aroused tinteresi 
in the possibility of its further ad- 
vance, which has been steady for a 
year, but especially pronounced dur- 
ing the past two and a half montha. 
January opened at 77 cents. Since then 
the price has steadily moved upward 
to the present high quotations. The 
stocks are lower than in years. The 
lateness of the spring and the dry 
weather that has prevailed in the tur- 
pentine belt are all unfavorable fos 
turpentine production. Labor condi- 
tlons are far from satisfactory. Oper- 
ators declare that labor is not only 
getting scarcer, but that it produces 
less and less per capita all the time. 
The advancé in the price of turpentine 
through the past fifteen years has been 
marked. In 1896 it sold at 22 centa, 
$11 per cask. Today it is $1, or $60 
a cask. 

The advance in rosins has been even 
more pronounced than that of spirits. 
Particularly does this apply to the 
lower grades. . 

The advance in the spirit market 
has beon steady with the exception of 
the vears of 1907-08 and 1908-09, when 
there were declines. Low grade rosins 
also suffered sharply during the same 
years, while high grades ranged but 
slightly lower. 


Savannah, Ga., March 18.—The: Daily 
News of Brunswick, Ga., has been in- 
dicted in the United States Court here 
for violation of the postal laws by 
publishing advertisements of an al- 
leged lottery.

As long ago as December 1907, !t is 
claimed, the News advertised a jewelry 
drawing for a Brunswick merchant 
with the list of winners and was 
warned at that time that the law had 


been violated. 


More Time for Roads. 


Washington, March 18.—-Formal or- 
ders were issued today by the inter- 
state commerce commission extending 
the time within which the interstate 
carriers may comply with the law con- 
cerning the application of required 
safety appliances. Generally. the time 
of the extension is five years from 
July 1, 1911, but the required standards 
of applications must be put on passen- 
ger cars within three years, on switch- 
ing locomotives within one vear and on 
other locomotives within two years.

Missouri Pacific Was Especial- 
ly Weak---Wall Street 
Gossip 


New York, March 18.—The heaviness 
which ¢haracterized yesterday's late 
dealings in the stock market made it- 
self manifest again today. The list 
sagged sharply at the openigg, but 
later made complete recoveries and in 
many instances material gains. There 
was especial weakness in Missouri Pa- 
cific, the stock selling at the lowest 
price recorded since it became known 
that other influential interests were 
Gesirous of acquiring the property.

Probability of important de- 
velopments next week in connection 
with the anti-trust cases was another 
restraining influence. ‘The labor sit- 
uation came in for increased attention 
because of the acute situation in the 
Tocal stocks among the express com- 
panies. 

The course of the steel shares was 
in keeping with the general markets, 
even though the annual report for 

1910 issued overnight, showed earn- 
ane of 12% per cent., applicable to 
the common shares, @g against 10.19 
per cent in the prev‘tous year. 

Stocks recovered from their early 
weakness in the last hour, when an 
extensive covering movement, combined 
with what seemed to be excellent buy- 
ing, worked a complete change 
throughout the list. Steel, Union Pa- 
cific and a number of industrials of 
minor importance made substantial net 
gains, while Missouri Pacific made up 
all its early decline, the market mak- 
ing a strong and impressive closing.

Absolutely thought- 
he struck a spectator and thought 
lese about his own safety and with the 
word “fear’’ left out of his vocabu- 
lary Dawson trembled and broke like 
a child at the thought of hurting an- 
other. When convinced the man he 
had struck was not. killed Dawson 
mounted his seat and drove like a 
wild man. But it was too late. Prec- 
ious minutes lost could not be regain- 
ed and he had to be content with sec- 
ond place and the donor's trophy. 

Success In Atlanta. 

At Atlanta in November Dawson 
again piloted the Marmon to victory 
in the 100-mile City of Atlanta trophy 
and won other shorter events. He 
climaxed his first season of racifé with 
his triumph in the Savannah challenge 
trophy race the day before the grand 
prize. Driving fearlessly and with the 
true inborn racing instinct Joe sent his 
car over the 278 miles without a stop 
at better than 60 miles an hour--the 
longest non-stop road race record in 
the history of the game. 

Although the Marmon Company had 
planned to retire from the sport at the 
end of 1919 the combination of-the big 
500-mile raca and Joe’s desire to com- 
pete for the $25,000 cash prize result- 
ed in the Nordyke & Marmon Com- 
pany making two entries. One car is 
driverless thus far. and the other Daw- 
son is named to drive. They have built 
a special speed creation worthy of the 
1919 hero. Long, lean, yellow, light 
in weight and with the biggest motor 
ever built by the concern, this new 
speed demon will take the gun May 
20 with 35 other great motor crea- 
tions in hot strife for the big pot of 


gold. 


Indianapolis, 
cial.j—The daring successes of Joe 
Dawson and the fast-flying Marmon 
cars in 1910, his first year of motor 
racing, has inspired the Marmon Com- 
pany to build a special speed craft 
which they will launch with the in- 
domitable Joe at the wheel in the $25,- 
000 5,000-mise interantiona]l sweep- 
stakes race on the Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway, May 30. The special car, 
together with another Mormon, have 
been entered in the long grind. 

Dawson, a mere ‘kid, was the hero 
of a half-dozen desperate finishes in 
some of the greatest classics on the 
1910 calendar of motor racing events. 
Making his debut at the May races on 
the Indianapolis Speedway last year 
Joe won several short-distance events 
that gave him something of a reputa- 
tion. He was called a youngster of 
promiss, but the critics never dreamed 
he could more than fulfill those prom- 
ises in less than another month. 

Dawson, “The Kid.” 

The great speed carnival on the In- 
dianapolis track in July gave Dawson 
his chance. Hurling the yellow-jack- 
eted Marmon car onward over the brick 
surface at the speed that held the 
throngs spellbound, Dawson, the kid, 
won the 100-mile dash for thé Remy 
trophy and left a trai] of new records 
behind him. 

His name was flashed across’ the 
country as a new star within a night 
And on the suceeding day came the 
200-mile struggle for the magnificent 
Cobe cup trophy. In a bitter duel with 
“Wild Bob” Burman, Dawson whirled 
his Marmon to victuvry at lightning 
speed, shattering the old marks at 1 
mile-posts after another. Three seconds 
separated Marmon from Burman, who 
was driving with all the reckless cour- 
age that gave him the title of “Wild 
Bob.”’

Going After Next Quad- 
rennial Meeting.

Strong Deliesiiie of Atlantans 
Goes to Nashville on April 6 
to Attend the Meeting of the 
General Committee of the 
Conference. 


Atlanta is going after the next quad- 
rennial meeting of the general confer- 
ence of the Southern Methodist church. 

If secyred this will bring to Atlanta 
over 2,000 of the most prominent Meth- 
odists from California to Maryland in- 
clusive, and the delegates will remain 
in the city for the three weeks or more 
that the conference holds. The next 
session of the conferencé ig held in 
May, 1914. 

The general committee of the con- 
ference which fixes the place of hold- 
ing the next meeting meets in Nash- 
ville on Aprfl 6 and to this meeting 
will go a strong delegation from At- 
lanta and the other churches of this 
district, prepared to make the fight of 
their lives to have the meetings held 
here. The only time in the history of 
the city that the general 
convened here was in 1878 and since 
that time the membership of the 
churches in Atlanta have trebled and 
quadrupled. 

Candler Leads Movement. 

The matter of getting the general 
conference to come here for its next 
meeting was recently taken up by Asa 
G. Candler and he, together with a 
number of other prominent Methodists, 
have plans for sending a strong dele- 
gation to Nashville well under way. 
The committee will go strongly forti- 
fied with invitations from not only the 
Methodist churches of Atlanta and the 
Atlanta district, but from churches of 
almost every other denomination. 

In addition to this the committee wil] 
carry with it a pressing invitation 
from Governor Joseph M. Brown, ex- 
tended in the name of the state, a 
Similar resolution from the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, the city coun- 
cil and a number of other well known 
local organizations. The Atlanta 
Evangelical Association will also send 
a most pressing invitation to the com- 
mittee in Nashville. 

The city council 
of Commerce have already taken action 
in the matter, both bodies having 
passed resolutions asking that the con- 
ference come here for its next meet- 
ing. In addition, President Paxon, of 
the Chamber of Commerce, hag ap- 
pointed a committee to assist Mr. Can- 
dler and his associates in mapping out 
a plan of campaign, while Mayor Winn 
is expected to appoint a similar com- 
mittee from the city council -within 
the next few days. 

The committee appointed by Presi- 
dent Paxon consists of Tharles J. Hay- 
den, chairman; .R. F. Maddox, R. J. 
Guinn, Ben Lee Crew, T. K. Glenn, 
E. V. Carter, J. A. McCord and W. L. 
Peel. 

Many Cities in Fight. 

That the Atlanta delegation is not 
to have a walk-over in the work of 
bringing the conference here is proven 
by the fact that there are already a 
half-dozen cities who have signified 
their intention of securing the. next 
meeting of the organization, if pos- 
sible. 

Los Angeles, Cal., has offered to do- 
nate $10,000 in order to equalize rail- 
road transportation if the conference 
will meet there, while San Antonio, 
Texas; Oklahoma City, Chattanooga 
and a number of others have come for- 
ward and announced their intention of 
attempting to land the Wg meeting. 

Believes Atlanta Will Win. 

However, Mr. Candler is very san- 
guine of Atlanta’s chances of winning 
The fight. It has been many years 
since the conference hag met here, he 
points out, the city offers better rail- 
road facilities than any other in this 
section, has a better auditorium, one 
amply able to accommodate the body, 
and will have at that time ample hotel 
accommodations to take care of the 
delegates without trouble. 

“We are not going out 
conference,” said Mr. Candler, “we 
are going out and get it. Atlanta can 
accommodate it better than any other 
city in the south, she deserves it, and 
l belleve we can convince the commit- 
tee that this is the logical place to 
hold it’ We will have several strong 
contestants, I know, but I believe we 
will surely win.’

HUSBAND SHOOTS 
WEES EYES OUT 


Then Slays Himself by 
Woman's Side.

In Desperate Mood, Caused by 
Domestic Trouble, J. E. John- 
son, of Alapaha, Kills Wife 
and Self While at the Hayes 
Home in Waycross. 


Waycross, Ga.,» March 18.—(Special.) 
Angered because his wife had left him 
three weeks ago, but giving the im- 
pression to those in the house at 
which he was staying that he had 
gotten over his angry mood, J. E. 
Johnson, of Alapaha, Ga., shot and in- 
stantly killed his wife this morning 
in Waycross and then shot himself in 
the head, dying two hours later from 
the wound. 

Johnson used a 38-caliber pistol and 
emptied five chambers into the body 
of his wife and his own body. Both 
of his wife's eyes were shot out by 
the enraged man. 

No one was in the house at the time, 
but Mrs. John Hayes heard the shoot- 
ing and ran back to her home, only 
to find the bleeding bodies of her 
guests in the front hall, the smoking 


Mrs. Johnson left her husband about 
three weeks ago, when he was drink- 
ing heavily, and refused to return. 
Johnson came here early this week 
after her, but she continued her re- 


fusals. 
Reconciliation Effected. 

Yesterday he again returned, and 
apparently ai reconciliation was ef- 
fected. They were at breakfast to- 
gether today in the best of spirits. 
Mre. Johnson was Miss Minnie Mc- 
Quaig before .narriage and a member 
of one of the most prominent families 
in Ware county. Two Gaughters, Miss 
Russie Johnson, of Leroy, Fla., and 
Miss Mamie wvunson, of Alapaha, sur- 
vive. 

Johnson was about 45 years old and 
a cripple. 

He was an employee of the Atlantic 
Coast Line at Alapaha, running the 
A coro- 
ner’s inquest was held, the verdict be- 
ing tnat Mrs. Johnson was killed by 
Johnson, and that his death resulted 
from a self-inflicted wound. 

An tInvestigation after Johnson's 
death revealed the fact that he was 
dressed in two suits of clothes. 

The impression gotten from this is 
that he probably intended killing his 


wife and changing his clothes with a 


view to making his escape. The 


bodies are being held here awaiting 


the arrival of relatives.

Japan Might As Well Wear 
Lightning Rods Down Back 
to Save Himself a Stroke.”

New York, March 18.—(Special.)— 
“The man who fears war with Japan 
might as well wear lightning rods 
down his back to save himself from a 
stroke.”’ 

This was the statement made by An- 
drew Carnegie, in an interview today 
in which he discussed the alarmist re- 
port of Japanese designs against the 
United States. 

“First,” said Mr. Carnegie, “it would 
be impossible for Japan to transfer any 
army to our shores so great as to be 
formidable. Before her ships could 
possibly have reached here we would 
have filled our harbors with deadly ex- 
plosives and defy them to land. That 
failing, if some should land, we would 
‘welcome them with bloody hands to 
hospitable graves.’ 

A Word About Hobson. 

“Let me make one remark about 
Japan. Of all the apparitions that dis- 
turb men like Hobson, the idea of war 
with Japan is most absurd. It should 
be remembered that Japan was not al- 
together victorious with Russia, and 
when she asked for an indemnity of 
$600,000,000 Russia simply smiled and 
did not give a cent. 

“But Japan has no desire ta fight 
with Atmerica, her best friend. We 
were the first to welcome Japan into 
the brotherhood of nations, and will be 
fast to forsake her. She is our staunch 
friend, and the man who fears war

EIGHT TRACKS. PREPARED 
(OR THE TROOP TRANS 


Southern Pacific Officials Say 
These Tracks Have Been 
Made Ready at Request of 
Government---Every Prepara- 
tion a Denial of the Story of 
Mere Drill and Tactics. 


San Antonio, Texas, March 18.—The 
air was electrical tonight with pumors 
of important developments in Mexico 
and of the movement of the maneuver 
division to the border. The return of 
Jose I. Limantour to Mexico in part 
accounted for this. 

A newspaper man who returned to- 
night from the City of Mexico said that 
sensational] developments were to be 
expected. He stated that the story of 
the stoning of the Diaz palace was un- 
true. 

At the maneuver camp nearly every 
preparation was a denial of the story 
of mere drill and tactics. 

Tracks Cleared for Troop Trains. 

Eight tracks have been cleared in 
the Southern Pacific yards, “skids” 
and runways have been constructed, so 
that the loading of eight troop trains 
can be effected simultaneously. The 
entire yard has been cleaned of “junk,” 
so that nothing will hinder the regular 
army in the event of an emergency 
call. 

That. these eight tracks are at the 
“disposal” of the government was ad- 
mitted tonight by an official of the 
Southern Pacific, who in the same 
breath told of the “bedding” of a lot 
of stock cars that are being stored in 
the Southern Pacific yards. 

A second official said that a repre- 
sentative of the government asked him 
if, in the event stock cars were not 
available for the shfpment of horses, 
how many animals could be loaded into 
ordinary 36 or 40-foot box cars. In- 
quiry was made also if the road would 
undertake to handle soldiers in box 
cars in an emergency. 

One Train With Steam Up. 

A train said to be destined to carry 
troops to Nogales, Ariz.,.on the Mex- 
can border, was made up at the army 
yards here tonight. It consists of nine 
tourist and two standard sleepers, a 
kitchen car and a baggage car. It 
is manned and under orders to remain 
in readiness to pull out any hour.

INSURRECTOS SOON TO ASK 

FOR BELLIGERENT RIGHTS 

Washington, March 18.—-When condi. 
tiong indicate conclusively that the rev- 
olutionists are in control of many of 
the states of that republic, a request 
will be made that the United States 
recognize the belligerency of the pro- 
Visional government, according to the 
declaration today of Dr. Vasquez 
Gomez, head of the confidential agency 
of the insurgents in Washington. 

Dr. Gomez explained that the organi- 
tation of the provisional government 
gradually was being perfected. 

Dr. Gomez said the confidential 
agency here, ds executive of which he 
had been given credentials by Fran- 
cisco I. Madero, was alone empowered 
to conduct political or diplomatic nego- 
tlations in this country. He asserted, 
however, that all proposals finally must 
be approved by the provisional presi- 
dent. 

8,000 ADDITIONAL SOLDIERS 
HAVE REACHED GALVESTON 

Galveston, Texas, March 18.—With 
the arrival today at Fort Crockett of 
approximately 3,000 soldiers from coast 
artillery posts along the Atlantic sea- 
board, the army’s movement of troops 
to Texas apparently has been com- 
pleted. Intense interest hangs upon 
the next move made, as it is expected 
to indicate whether the mobilization of 
Soldiers near the Mexican border has 
any sinister significance. 

The men who reached here today on 
the transports Sumner, McClellan .and 
Kilpatrick, after an eight-day voyage 
from Hampton Roads, were keenly dis-) 
appointed when they learned that an 
air of mystery still enveloped the so- 
called maneuvers. They came expect- 
ing their stay here to be of short du- 
ration. The transports brought thirty 
days’ rations for 4,000 men, and half a 
million rounds of ammunition. 

The brigade to be commanded by 
Brigadier General A. L. Mills, is now 
complete, the troops who arrived today 
forming the two other provisional reg- 
iments. One regiment is tn command 
of Lieutenant Colonel C. P. Townsley, 
and the other is in charge of Colonel 
John B. White. 

Brigadier General Garlington, inspec- 
tor general of the army, arrived here 
today from San Antonio, and will spend 
several days in the camp irspecting

TO CAPITAL OF MEXICO 
Stevenson, Mexico, March 138. 
Southbound frain No. 2 of the 
National Lines of Mexico, to 
which its attached the private 
car “Hidalgo,” with Jose Yves 
IAmantour and party aboard, 
passed this station shortly after 
8:30 tonight. The train stopped 
at the station, but all the shades 
in the car were drawn, and no 
sight could be obtained of any 
of the party. Stevenson is 135 
miles south of Laredo.

Laredo, Texas, March 18.—Jose Yves 
Limantour, financter, diplomat and pos- 
sible future president of Mexico, passed 
through this city today en route to 
Mexico City, where he may be a prom- 
inent factor in bringing about peace 
in the republic. 

Mr. Limantour, his wife, son and a 
private secretary, composed the party 
which left San Antonio this morning in 
the private car “Hidalgo.” Immedi- 
atly preceding the “Hidalgo” in the 
train was the private car of Vice 
President C. R. Hudson of the National 
Lines of Mexico, and the same order 
was observed on the Mexican side of 
the Rio Grande. 

He Would See No One. 

During the journey from San An- 

tonio Senor Limantour refused to see 


anybody. 

Leonardo Aguilar, J. Madero Agul- 
lar and J. Gonzales Trevelo, members 
of the Madero family, of Monterey, 
came in this morning ‘ to interview 
Senor Limantour. They were unsuc- 
cessful, but got a promise of an audl- 
ence.as soon as the train reached Mex- 
{can soll. 

The only visitors received by Senor 
Timantour on the United States side 
were Mexican Consu] Miguel E. Die- 
bold and Collector of Customs James 
J. Haynes, while the audience granted 
on the Mexican side of the river was 
confined to a few of the army, federal 
and municipal officials. 

Shortly after 3:30 p. m. the train 
departed from Nueva Laredo for the 
south. 

Leonardo Agullar, a member of the 
non-combatant branch of the Madero 
family, said he knew the Maderos in 
New York, and received cable advices 
of the coming from New York of Senor 
Limantour, and that later a conference 
had been held in New York. 

Conditions Will Change. 

He also declared that telegrams had 
been received by the Maderos now in 
Mexico, which indicated there would 
be a change of conditions within the 
next three weeks, and that their en- 
forced expatriation would end. 

While in the station in Cotulla, 
Texas, where representatives of the 
Madero family boarded the Limantour 
train for this city ,they met and talked 
with a large number of Mexicans and 
several persons from the United States, 
among whom was James Walker, the 
American who acted as guide for Fran- 
cisco I. Madero during his flight from 
Cotulla to Eagle Pass. 

A peculiar coincidence attaches to 
the return of Jose Yves Limantour to 
Mexico at this time. He is due in 
Mexico City tomorrow night, March 19. 
That Sunday its known as St. Joseph's 
dav in Mexico, and St. Joseph is the 
patron saint of Mexico. 

In view of the fact that great im- 
portance is attached to the coming 
of Limantour, who its credited with a 
mission of conciliation, his arrival is 
looked forward to as an omen of peace 
by thousands of Mexicans. 

Great Reception for Limantour. 

Mexico City, March 18.—A _ specta- 
cular welcome ts to be accorded Mex- 
ico’s financial minister, Jose, Yves Lim- 
antour, upon his arrival tomorrow 
night. It will not be confined to of 
ficlaldom, but will be shared in by 


nearly every class of society in the 
capital.

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PRAYING FOR END 
OF REVOLUTION 


Peoplein Northern Mexi- 
co Are Suffering. 


Scores of Villages in Bad Way 
Owing to Destruction of Rail- 
roads---Diaz’s Leaders Are in 
Doubt as to the Whereabouts 
of Madero and His Forces. 


El Paso, Texas, March 18.—Wherever 
Madero and his 1,000 insurgents are en- 
camped his movements and designs are 
causing unconcealed speculation among 
the federal troops at Juarez, which is 
guarded by only 500 men. 

At Casas Grandes, 125 miles south, 
Colonel Garcia Cuellar, of President 
Diaz’s personal staff, according to late 
reports, is still nursing a wounded arm, 
preparatory to a march northward with 
his 700 federal troops, which form the 
main strength of the Mexican army in 
the north. 

Between Cuellar and General Navarro, 
at Juarez, Madero is drawing toward 
him all the insurgents who heretofore 
have been scattered with a view to pre- 
venting a juncture of the _ federal 
forces. 

Madero’s Plians. 

That Madero again will attempt to 
take Casas Grandes and establish it as 
a base of supplies, and by keeping down 
the bridges along the Mexican Na- 
tional and Mexican Northwestern rail- 
road, will endeavor to prevent any ad- 
dition to the federal strength at Juarez, 
is given out by the junta here as a 
fact based on messages from Madero 


himself. 

Refugees who have been able to get! 
through from Casas Grandes report! 
they came upon numerous insurrecto | 
bands. One of the latest arrivals stated 
that several hundred insurgents were a 
few miles south of Juarez. The town, 
with sand bags for defense on the 
housetops and the rifle loopholes in the 
churches, still bears the aspect of a 
beleaguered city. 

Reports that insurgents entered El 
Paso within the last twenty-four hours 
and were reinforced by more Ameri- 
cans, received partial confirmation to- 
day when at daylight it was found that 
a cannon which had adorned the public 
square had disappeared.

C. W. McClure Sells 
Pyronette Apartments, 


Property on Corner of Pryor 
and Garnett Streets Brings 
$40,000---McClure Buys Lot 
on Mangum and Mitchell 
Streets. 


The announcement made yesterday 
afternoon of two important real estate 
deals nut through during the day is 
only another proof of the altogether 
unprecedented activity which is now 
being experienced in realty in the “be- 
tween the depots” section. 

Cc. W. McClure announces that he 
has sold to T. F. Smith the Pyronette 
apartments, located on the southwest 
corner of Pryor and Garnett streets. 
The, price paid was $40,000, or just 
$25,000 more than Mr. McClure paid 
for this property something over two 
years ago. The lot has a frontage of 
50 feet on Pryor, which makes the 
price paid $800 per front foot, away 
ahead of any figure this section has 
heretofore known. 

In spite of the fact that Mr. Mc- 
Clure sold this property, he proved 
conclusively that he has faith in the 
future of this section by immediately 
reinvesting in a lot at the corner of 
Mangum and Mitchell streets, paying 
for a lot located on the northwest 
Side $45,000. 

The lot, which is 211 by 90, has one 
store on it at present, but Mr. Me- 
Clure states that he expects to make 
extensive improvements in the imme- 
diate future. There is ample room on 
the lot, with its long frontage, for a 
number of stores, and Mr. McClure ex- 
pects to use the frontage to the best 
advantage within a very few weeks. 

The report current several days ago 
to the effect that two large wholesale 
concerns, two of the largest in the city, 
are making plans to build “between 
the depots,” has apparently been con- 
firmed by reports now emanating from 
sources which appear to be thorough- 
ly reliable. 

The names of the two firms have not 
been divulged at this time, but it is 
that they are two as well 
known as any in the city. They are 
at present making plans to erect im- 
mense wholesale houses somewhere 
on the south side, and the Indications 
are that they will choose sites on 
some intersecting street near White- 
hall. 

An announcement of interest in con- 
nection with this district is that of 
the sale at auction of lots cut from 
the old Smith property at the corner 
of Garnett and Whitehall streets. This 
property, which was recently bought 
by Charles H. Black for $80,000. has 
been sub-divided into lots facing both 
on Garnett and Whitehall sfreets, and 
the present activity in real estate in 
this section indicates that the prices 
these lots will bring will be above 
any this section has heretofore known. 


OJINAGA COMPLETELY BOTTLED 
BY THE INSURRECTO FORCES 

Presidio, Texas, March 17.—(Via 
Marfa, Texas, March 18.)—-Eleven sol- 
diers and two insurrectos were killed 
today in the siege of Ojinaga. With 
the river ford between Presidio and the 
besieged city in their possession, and 
the town surrounded completely, bot- 
ling up the main body of federals, the 
rebel forces are centering their atten- 
ttion on two adobe huts on the Canada 
ranch, on the outskirts of Ojinaga, 
where forty soldiers are virtually held 
prisoner, and to the guar house near 
the river crossing, held by the federals. 
For 24 hours, firing at close range has 
been almost continuous. 

Early ttoday the detachment at the 
Canada ranch made a rush from the 
adobe shelters. They were met with a 
withering fire and were forced to re- 
turn to the huts, after nine had been 
killed. Tonight they are still encamped 
in the barricaded houses. 

At the guard house the insurrectos 
occupy trenches within 150 yards of 
the federals and a slow fire is kept up.

M. Stdlypin is a fighter, and he found 
that, in order to Keep his own head, he 
had to have absolute proof -against 
high-placed grafters, and he must work 
in the usual Russian manner to get it. 
He not only seized the papers of the 
American concern, but the houses of a 
number of high officials have been 
searched, with the result that the 
prime minister has secured incontro- 
vertible evidence of the crookedness of 
some of the highest in the land. 

If he decides to use it there will be 
an exposure of official-rottenness such 
as has never been seen in Europe.

Heliodorus later abjured his oath to.

majesty to allow Heliodorus to remain 
at Tsaritsin, were never forwarded.

Chicago, March 18.—~(Special.)—-The 
enormous and growing total disburse- 
ments of the railroads of the country 
for personal injury claims and damage 
to freight, amounting, in 1908, to 
$56,700,000, is urged as one of the most 
pressing factors of railroad expense 
to be reduced as a result of the inter- 
state commerce comission’s refusal] to 
permit an increase of rates 

Chairman W. J. Wood, of the Indiana 
railroad commission, who is also chalir- 
man of the advisory board of the 
League for Public Safety, with head- 
quarters in Chicago, found on investi- 
gation that in ten years this drain has 
more than doubied 

“While the gross earnings increased 
approximately 130 per cent in ten years 
from 1897, he said, “the sum paid -for 
claims inrceased 335 per cent. 

“AS between 1997 and 1908, the grogs 
earnings made a moderate increase, 
estimated at about 5 per cent, and one 
might reasonably suppose that reduced 
tnnnage would cause proportionately 
small increase in the amount of claims.

This “Polish Blue Beard,” as he is 
called, started his begging career at 
the age of 14.

New Process for Removing 
Stum 


A new process of - ee logged-off 
land and making it ready for farming 
is described with lillustrations, in the 
March number of Popular Mechanics 
Magazine. Instead of dynamiting the 
heavy. stumps to get them out of the 
ground, or of using donkey engines 
to loosen their grip on the soil, the plan 
is to turn them into charcoal in the 
ground, thus enriching the soil, cutting 
to a minimum the labor required to 
clear a tract of logged-over land, and 
reducing to perhaps $20 an acre the 
present almost prohibitive cost of from 
$70 to $150 for preparing the logged-off 
land for the farmer. 

The process is being tested in west- 
ern Washington. In one éxperiment, 
125 stumps, some as large as 3 feet in 
diameter, were burned out in four days.

Her hand- 
some lheroes, beautiful heroinas and 
villainous villains have brought inno- 
cent joy into the gray lives of thou- 
sands of maids-of-all-work and shop 
girls, whose notions of what high so- 
ciety really is like have been gained 
from her books. Now, howeveer, 
“Rita” has abandoned the purlieys of 
Mayfair for a trip to the United States. 
where she spent two whole months, 
and then came home to write a book, 
telling the Americans what she thinks 
of them. To do her nothing but even- 
handed justice, I must admit that there 
is evidence that she felt a little 
ashamed of the way in which she has 
repaid American hospitality, for she 
says in her preface: 

“A brief two months’ experience of 
American cities, life, manners, habits, 
and hospitality, is scarce equipment 
for criticism.” 

In spite of her lack of equipment she 
doesn't hesitate to plunge in. Here. 
fur example, are some of this gracious 
lady's observations: 

“If the country were not so rich, if 
dollars were not a blatant fact forever 
poured into your ear, forever ap- 
praising every public or private build- 
ing you admire, every statue, bridge, 
park or street you notice, the bewil- 
dered tourist might excuse poverty and 
misrule, might even class them as in- 
cidents too universal] for drastié criti- 
cism. But the loudly-uttered boasts, 
the useless and absurd extravagance 
and costly idiocies of society, these are 
things that draw down harsher censure 
On a new country than on one long 
founded on traditions, and in a meas- 
ure bound to uphold them. 

“The individual American is so thin- 
skinned that the very fact of unfavor- 
able criticism makes him your lifelong 
enemy. Give him praise, flattery, ad- 
miration, wonder, and he will perhaps 
lend you a-—greenback. Tell him 
straight that his nation is vulgar, os- 
tentatious, and blind to its own best 
interests, and he will advise you to 
‘pit.’ 

“f met all sorts and conditions of 
interviewers and reporters and journal- 
ists when I visited the states, but I 
never met one who had been out of 
his or hercountry, and usually they 
were very young.

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FIGHT ON ADAMSON 


~ AND FITZGERALD 


All Is Not Harmony in 
Democratic Camp. 


So-Called “Progressives” Ob- 
ject to Adamson and Fitzger- 
ald as Chairmen of Interstate 
Commerce and Appropria- 
tions Committees. 


Washington, March 18.—(Special.)— 
A Very pretty fight is now being quietly 
conducted within the democratic party, 
the result of which it Is believed will 
have an important bearing on the work 
of the house during the special session. 
‘It is underatood that the democratic 
members of the ways and means com- 
mittee, which is likewise the commit- 
tee on committees, has selected, ten- 
tatively, Representative Fitzgerald, of 
New York, chairman of the powerful 
appropriations committee and Repre- 
Bentative W. CC. Adamson, of Georgia, 
as chairman of the almost equally pow- 
erful committee on interstate and for- 
elgn commerce. 

The extreme progressives in the pat- 
ry are up in arms against these two 
appointments, and are making a very 
Vigorous fight to bring about a change. 

The Objection to Fitzgerald. 

The objection to Mr. Fitzgerald is 
that he represents Tammany, and as a 
Tammany representative led the revolt 
against the balance of the party when 
it was proposed to smash the Cannon 
rules. It is felt, too, that he is too 
much of a conservative, and is inclined 
te the Bailey wing of the party. 

Mr. Adamson is a strong state's right 
man in hie views, and being a positive 
man, there is no question as to where 
he stands. 

The interstate commerce commission 
is likely to have to pass on some very 
important matters during this congress, 
and the progressives fear Mr. Adamson 
will be a stumbling block to legisla- 
tion they régard as of vital importance, 
if he is at the head of the committee. 

It is pointed out that Mr. Adamson 
was at war with the main body of the 
democrats and with the progressive re- 
publicans, when he opposed the fea- 
- tures of the Mann resolution, designed 
to give the interstate commerce com- 
mission the power to surprise the issue 
of railroad stocks and bonds. 

Mr. Adamson opposed giving the 
power to the interstate commerce com- 
mission to make a general physical val- 
uation of the railroads of the country, 
& measure supported by the progressive 
element of the party.

AQOSEVELT OPENS 
ROOSEVELT OAM 


The Colonel Touches 
Button Which Sets the 
Machinery Going. 


Roosevelt, Ariz., March 18.—Standing 
on top of the great storage dam which 
bears his name, former President The- 
odore Roosevelt at 5:48 p. m. pressed 
an electric button which set in motion 
a mass of grinding machinery which 
in turn raised three of the six massive 
iron gates weighing 6,000 ypounds 
aplece. By this act he officlaiiy opened 
the Roosevelt storage dam, a part of 
the Salt river irrigation project. 

The motors which raise the gates 
had hardly begun to turn before three 
raging torrents of water came rushing 
through the three openings at differ- 
ent levels and ran madly down the 
valley, where, after racing fully 60 
miles, it will be used in the irrigation 
of about 250,000 acres of land. 

The scene from the 4@am was a 
striking one. The motor cars in which 
the many persons beside the Roosevelt 
party made the 75-mile journey from 
Phoentx were parked along the road 
above the artificial lake, each with its 
roll of bedding strapped upon it, as 
the guests must spend the night here. 
On the hills hundreds of saddle horses 
grazed. 

Along the top of the tower several 
hundrea persons were crowded, ‘and 
when Mr. Roosevelt's machine came in 
sizht in the twisting road the tre- 
mendous salute of dynamite greeted 
the former president. 

The ceremonies were opened by Pres- 
{dent Orme, of the Salt River Valley 
Weiter Users’ Association. After Mr. 
Roosevelt had mounted the stand and 
Mrs. Roosevelt, Archie and Miss Ethel 
Roosevelt had grouped themselves be- 
low. President Orme introduced Gov- 
ernor Sloan as chairman.

It wags true 
in 1892 at Homestead and it was so 
again in February, 1908, when, with the 
mills operating on barely one-fourth 
time, the Carnegie Steel Company cut 
from 10 to 30 per cent thé wages of 
men who Were not, during those 
months, earning enough to live on. The 
lengthening of the working day, the 
choking of democratic institutions, 
and the coercive sway of the employ- 
ers, have worked out more than a well 
organized industrial machine, The 
flashes of indignation have died away 
often, but each time the embers have 
Zlowed a little redder. 

The steel worker sees on every side 
evidence of an irresistible power; it 
tells him what wages he may expect 
to receive and where and when he must 
work. If he protests, he is ignored or 
rebuked. If he talks it over with his 
fellow workmen, he is likely to be dis- 
charged. That the overwhelming ma- 
jority of steel workers are bitter to- 
ward their employers, no one who has 
mingled with them enough to catch 
their spirit can deny. 

Among the English-speaking work- 
ers, from the standpoint of their at- 
titude toward their work, there are 
four classes. In a certain element 
emong them enthusiasm is forgotten. 
They are the older men who have 
waited, for a revival of something like 
democracy in western Pennsylvania. 
But “Hope deferred maketh the heart 
sick.” The years have done their work 
These men look dull-eyed on a world 
from which the brightness is gone. 

This group, while numerically strong, 
is small compared with the whole body 
om employees. Among the most there 
exists varying kinds and degrees 
hopes. A few have been financtally 
so successful as to be measurably in- 
dependent and correspondingly indif- 
ferent to conditions in the industry. 
Among the highly skilled men there is 
a considerable proportion who are able 
to look forward to an old age spent in 
comfort. I talked with some who had 
purchased farms and intended moving 
into them. If these men are hopeful 
they are so as individuals, and their 
activities are directed toward the so- 
lution of an individual, not a social, 
problem. There ig nothing in the at- 
titude of this group that gives promise 
improvement of the labor condi- 
tions. 

A majority of the workmen feel 
that it is only through their  ef- 
forts and that of the community to- 
gether launched against the opposing 
powers, that their industrial freedom 
is to be won. There is still a firm 
bellef on the part of many that some 
day the milis will be unionized. The 
argument is logical. The situation is 
growing intolerable the workmen say 
there is a limit to human endurance 
and When that point is reached the 
men will rise as one, organize and 
make their demands which then cannot. 
they hold, be safely refuesd. 

But years have gone by since union- 
ism was overthrown and every twelve 
months has seen the contro] the 
employers grow more nearly absolute. 
Under such conditions, socialism is 
making headway. This comes from a 
turning @way from a political organi- 
zation that has invited the support of 
workingmen, yet failed to interest it- 
self in any important legislation for 
their benefit. f the workmen were 
once convinced that there existed a 
possibility o@®”the election of the so- 
cfalist candidates there would follow 
more than a landslide, it would be an 
avaminche. 

The last group I approach with hes- 
itancy, for many regard as sensational 
any statement of fact that runs coun- 
ter to their own experiences. There 
is a group of workmen in the steel 
district whose social hope involves 
physica) resistance. How widely they 
bmay prevail I do not know. but ik 
seemed to me significant that some of 
the most intelligent should hold the 
view that the only way out of the sit- 
uation is through an appeal to force. 
A father itn his son's presence told me 
about his long life as a workman, and 
he discussed the present industrial 
situation with a face flushed with in- 
digenation. I asked what in their 
judement would be the outcome. The 
father said, “There is no way out.” 
But the son cried out through set 
teeth, “Yes, there isa way out. and itis 
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| thronge an armed revolution!’ 
Some wili deny the existence of any 


injustice in the institutions of society 
that may not be remedied by individ- 
ual effort. I have heard a minister, 
a mar? of rare talents, say that there 
need be no suffering among the work- 
ing people, because in a single western 
State, he allewed, there is enough un- 
used land to provide sustenance for 
them al) if they would leave the cities. 
I have been assured that it is im- 
possible for any great injustice to 
exist because the workmen can always 
quit their job. If these statements 
were true the hest they offer is a way 
of escape, while the real evil is not 
attacked. But they assume a mobility 
on the part of labor that cannot exist. 
The movement of dissatisfied city 
workmen to the farms would be im- 
possible without greatly increased im- 
migration, in order to fill the places of 
those who leave. After the last va- 
cant farm was appropriated the sup- 
porters of this remedy would have to 
seek another cure. 

To be effective, the right-to-quit 
theory would have to be accompanied 
by absolute mobility on the part of 
labor. But a married man cannot 
jeopardize the interests of his family 
by leaving the known for the un- 
known. Home means much to him and 
he will not lightly tear himself loose 
from the locality where all his closest 
friends reside, for he knows just who 
can be counted on there in disaster. 

Those who defend existing condi- 
tions in the steel mills also resort to

the “high wage” theory. But men are 
not recompensed according to the de- 
gree of risk involved in their trades. 
At best it is possible to determine a 
class risk, not an individual one, and 
the workman’s problem is individual. 
But were a man to consider himself 
recompensed by high wages for long 
hours and lack of touch with the world 
and for extreme danger. society is not 
thereby recompensed. There must be 
time in the home for the development 
of a sentiment not wholly concerned 
with bread-winning and for the rear- 
ing of children strong in body and 
mind. 

There are three ways in which con- 
ditions may be changed through oppo- 
sition interposed by the workers, trade 
unionism, politics, revolution. Through 
either one or other of these there is 
bound to be a revolution ere long that 
shall have as its goal the restoration 
of democracy to the steel workers.

Nothing is more dangerous than 
a& poor doctor: not even a poor em- 
ployer or a poor landlord. 

Of all the anti-social] vesteq inter- 
ests the worst is. the vested interest 
in ill-health. 

Remember that an illness is a mis- 
demeanor; and treat the doctor as an 
accessory unless he notifies every case 
to the public health authority. 

Treat every death as a possible and 
under Our present system a probable 
murder, by making it the subject of a 
reasonably conducted inquest; and ex- 
ecute the doctor, if necessary, as a 
— by striking him off the regis- 
er. 

Make up your mind how many doc- 
tors the community needs to keep it 
well. Do not register more or less 
than this number; and let registration 
constitute the doctor a civil servant 
with a dignifieg ‘living wage paid out 
of public funds. 

Treat the private operator exactly 
as you would treat a private execu- 
tioner. 

Treat persons who profess to be 
able to cure disease as you treat for- 
tune-tellers. 

Keep the public carefully informed, 
by special statistics and announce- 
ments of individual cases, of all ill- 
nesses of doctors or in their: families. 

Make it compulsory for a doctor 
using a brass plate to have fnscribed 
in° addition to the letters in- 
dicating his qualifications, the words 
“Remember that I too am mortal.” 

In legislation and social organiza- 


tions, proceed on the principle that 
invalids, meaning’ persons who cannot 
keep themselves alive by their own . 
activities, cannot, beyond reagon, ex- 
pect to be kept alive by the activity 
of others. 

Do not try to live forever. 
not succeed. 
Use your health, even to the point 
wearing it out. Tnat {is what it is 
for. Spend all you have before you 
die; and do not outlive yourself. 
Take the utmost care to get well 
born and well brought up. This means 
that your mother must have a good 
doctor. Be eareful to go to a school 
where there is what they call a school 
clinic, where your nutrition and teeth 
and eyesight and other matters of im- 
portance to you will de attended to. 
Be particularly careful to have all 
this done at the expense of the nation, 
as otherwise, it will not be done at 
all, the chances betng about forty to 
one against your being able to pay 
for it -directly yourself, -even if- you 
know how to set about it. Otherwise 
you will be what most people are at 
present; an unsound citizen of an un- 
sound nation, without sense enough 
to be ashamed or unhappy about it

The subject of winter eggs is a long 
one and has been told in this depart- 
ment time without number. It is next 
to impossible to have a hen lay all 
summer and then start in and lay all 
winter. The proper way to have eggs 
all the time is to hatch so that there 
will be a lot of pullets coming on each 
month. These will lay through the 
late fall and winter and the old hens 
will begin early in January. Pullets 
will slack up and then start again 
the time the older hens 
broody, latter part of

Answer—lIt is not all plain sailing 
through this life. We all have our 
trials and “tribulations.” For a time 
the sea is smooth; and it’s fine sailing, 
but there are always breakers ahead, 
so° one must watch out for them, so 
they can stem the tide. Life would 
not be worth living did we not meet 
a few obstacles. It's the spice.

And for red 
mites (so called) wash the house with 
kerosene emulsion.

My best results are obtained by put- 
ting only twenty-five chicks in a 
brooder of any size. In this case there 
{is not safety in numbers, but death. 
Don't doubt Judge F. J. Marshall 
did say it, and I know I have often ir 
this column. 

2. It takes about a third more oil 
to “run” a 200-egg@ machine than it 
does a 100 size. A great deal depends 
on the outside temperature and 10Ca- 
tion of the incubator. During Febru- 
ary and March, 3 gallons will usually 
carry a hatch through, while in April 
and May I have only used 1% gallons 
in the same incubator. 

3. One hundred or 125 size is ample 
for a flock of twenty to forty hens. 
The operation of a large machine is 
the same as for a smaller one.
